The increase in the number of persons 
paying taxes on incomes of $50,000

| Thousands ‘Participate in Cere- 
{ monles at Weehawken Memorial. 


Weehawken’s war memorial to «ts 
sailor and soldier dead, perched atop 
of the Pallisades, overlooking the Hud- 


son River, was dedicated yesterday in 
the presence of thousands of persons, 
who stood bareheaded on the cliffs gnd 
honored the memory of the twenty-one 
men from the district ‘who laid down 
their lives in the World \War. 

The monument, nineteen feet in height 
and rising 198 feet from the level of the 
river, is located at Boulevard East and 
Grauert Causeway. A granite shaft sur- 
mounts a pedestal, on either side of 
‘ which are figures of a sailor and soldier 
; in bronze. The memorial was executed

“The Theatre.Guild has done an in- 
teresting thing in reviving Shaw plays 
this year.

“Experiments on new-born monkeys 
and other animals showed that this 
virus had great immunizing power and 
was free from harmful effects. * The 
inoculation cannot cause tuberculosis. 
This being established, Calmette began’ 
to’ work with infants: He fias so far 
inoculated more than 2,000, and none of 
these has contracted any tuberculosis. 
We might expect about 100 of the 2,000, 
if, not immunized, to show signs. of thé 
disease.

In the circumstances the defense has 
confined itself to the denial of two 
points: First, that what the defendants 
uttered or publishea, wrote or caused to 
be published, or circulated after publica- 
tion was not t about by con- 
spiracy ; second whatever they said 
or wrote or published or circulated was 
merely academic theorizing the answer

They would delay for nfany years and 
probably indefinitely the aspirationg of 
New China to restore the: nation’s sov- 
ereign positicn in'the world. 

They would constitute an admission by 

the Chinese that they are incapable of 
conducting the reformation of their own 
Government. 
- “The net outcome of such plans would 
be a Government in China on a foreign 
model—one not having its wellsprings in 
the ideas, customs and {nstitutions of 
the Chinese people.: It is doubtful if a 
Government created in'tthat way would 
be able to stand after foreign supervi- 
sion anc direction were withdrawn. 

If carried out under League of Na- 
tions auspices, any ‘ruch plan. might 
fasten on China, perhaps permanently, 
the diplomatic hegemony of Europe 
‘That is one of the last things which the 
New China Nationalist Party wants to 
happen. 


Learned a Lesson at Versailles. 


China has had enough experience with 
the diplomacy of Europe and the policies 
of Huropean. powers. At Paris in 1919, 
notwithstanding the fact that)China was 
in the ‘Allies’ grouping of belligerents, 
China learned what the. diplomacy of 
Europe could and would do to this na- 
tion... -It- was only by a coincidence of 
the United States as ,well as China re- 
pudiating the Versailles;Treaty, and the 
further action of the American Govern- 
ment iy refusing to.merge its two major 
foreign ‘ policies—the Monroe and Hay 
Dectrines—into a League, seated in Eu- 
rope, that altered political currents and 
now almost have destroyed the diplo- 
matic influence of Europe. in Eastern 
Asia and the Pacific Ocean. 

That combination of circumstances 
providentially (for China) emancipated 
this-nation from Hurope’s hegemony and 
put within the bounds of possibility a 

ecmplete recovery.of its political sov- 
ereignty and territorial integrity. For- 
ward-looking Chinese Nationalists do not 
want to restore that old ‘condition, or 
even to consent again to wear, camou- 
fiaged as altruism, the garment of in- 
ternational subordination. 

It cannot be repeated too often, I be- 
lieve, that evolution of civilization in 
what Theodore Roosevelt termed the 
duwning Pacific Ocean era must be 
worked out chiefly by peoples whose 
lands sufround the Pacific. No interna- 
tional . policy. founded on any other 
thesis ever will stand. 


Sees America Leading for 100 Years. 


Today—and prokably for one or two 
centuries—the major Pacific Ocean power 
is the United States of America, Japan, 
Great Britain; Russia. and China follow 
in the order named. In fifty years or 
less time that order may be changed in 
regard to the positions of all those na- 
tions except America! 

Even ‘if the Chinese now could be per- 
suaded to permit a, commission of the 
League of Nations to direct the. recon- 
struction of ‘their Government, would 
other “Pacific Ocean powers consent? 
Would Japan. want to have a recrudes- 
cence of Europe's hegemony in Eastern 
Asia? Would. America? Would Russia? 
Would India? 
tralia? 

In recent years the tendency of ‘the 
American Government in respect to its 
policy toward China is to give the Hay 
Doctrine unilateral status like the Mon- 
roe Doctrine always has had—that is, 
the Americana Government will reserve 
to itself exclusively the right to inter- 
pret the doctrine and to decide what 
action, if any, it will take on occasion. 

So far the American Government has 
not. established a unilateral character 


along on the thesis of international coop- 
eration out here. But I foresee how 
that theory of internatgonal cooperation 
‘soon’ may break down. Underfit a num- 
ber of so-called powers which are not 
and never are likely to be actual pow- 
ers in the Pacific, and a flock of minor 
Buropean nations which never have had 
any power here, are allowed to have a 
say in decisions and acts ‘and policies 
which concern them. only in minor de- 
gree, and in which their weight and in- 
fluence never can be effective. 

The Japanese Government some years 
@g0 perceived how the Monroe Doctrine, 
operating as a unilateral policy of the 
United States, had‘ prevented Europe 
from extending its diplomatic and polit- 
ical hegemony to the Western Hemi- 
ephere,.and by that means had kept the 
weaker American nations from getting 
embroiled in projects and wars of Euro- 
pean Governments; and,. taking a léaf 
cut of America’s book, it sought to lay 
foundations for a Japanese *‘‘Monroe 
Doctrine’ in Hastern Asia. 

The~idea made little progress because 
of certain unfavorable conditions. It 
alurmed the Chinése, who saw in it (the 
idea wes advanced coincident with the 
greatest pressure of Japan's aggressive 
policy in China) a scheme to. obtain 
recognition by the powers, and especially: 
by the American Government, of Japan’s 
hegemony Lere. It had the weaknesses 
of insincerity and sophistry, because the 
circumstances in which the doctrine was 
proposed were almost as dissimilar to 
the principle of the Monroe Doctrine as 
could be imagined. Both the Chinese 
yand.American Governments at once de- 
tected an ulterior motive in Japan's 
move and gave - no. countenance,

ot! Austrian Investigator Asks How 
Americans Got His Report on 
« Serbia's Responsibility. 


ASERTS’ IT WAS MISUSED 


- <. : 
Full Text.of the Wiesner Dispatch 
on the Serajevo Murders Is 
Now Made. Public. 


Dr,’ Friedrich R. von Wiesner, Min- 
‘ister of State dt ther Vienna Foreign Of- 
fice at the beginning of the World War, 
‘has formally challenged former Secre- 
tary of State Lansing and James Brown 
Scott,American delegates on the Inter- 
allied Commission on War Guilt, to re- 
veal from what source, in what form, 
and with what contingent confirmatory 
‘evidence they received the text of his 
famous note of July 13, 1914, purporting 
to clear the Serbian’ Government of all 
guilt in regard to the Serajevo murders, 
but which Dr.- Wiesner declares to.be a 
falsification, 


The challenge is made in the course 
of an article published in the current 
number of Die Kriegsschuldfrage (the 
war-guilt question) of Berlin in which 
the author gives the full text of his 
dispatch to the Vienna Foreign Office 
and other material hitherto unpublished 
ge bongs his mission to Serajevo on 

e eve of the war. 

The Austro-Hunganan ultimatum to 
Serbia on July 23, 1914, has been de- 
clared to be inculpable opposition to 
the findings of Dr. Wiesner as produced’ 
by the Interallied War Guilt Commission 
of nearly five years later. In ‘proof of 
their contention that ‘the war had 
arisen in consequencé of Austro-H ~* 
gary'’s Ueliberate intention to destro 
this brave little eountry | [Serbia],”’ the 
American note, Dr. Weisner declares 

“adduced four diplomatic documents, the 
first of which is ‘a report drawn up by 
the Austro-Hungarian agent von les- 
ner who had been sent to Serajevo for 
the purpose of) investigating the assas- 
Sination of the Archduke Franz Ferdi- 
nand,’ This document is then quoted, the 
following passage ‘being given as its. es- 
sential part: 


Her? von Wiesner to the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs in Vienna, id 
Serajevo, 13th July, 1914, 1:10 P.M. 
Nothing to show or even to lead one 

to. conjecture the complicity of the 
Serbian Government or that it directed 
or prepared the-crime or that it sup- 
plied’ the weapons used. On the con- 
trary, there Is evidence that would ap- 
pear to show that such’ complicity 
is out of the question. 


This‘is the document that runs through 
the whole war-guilt literature from-the 
most obvious Entente propaganda to As- 
quith’s “‘The Origin of the War,” and 
which, if authe tic, * Dr. von Wiesner 
admits would “a document of the 
most unanswerable and crushing proofs 
that the Austro-Hungarian Government, 
although in possession of this evidence 
concerning the innocence of the Serbian’ 
Government, nevertheless accused it of 
having done the very. things which the 
report had declared unproven.” * 

Dr. von Wiesner says that, as no at- 
tention has been paid to his. numerous 
official attémpts to set thé matter right, 
he now mikes a statement in such a 
form that the American delegation may 
be willing to explain’ how it “came to 
base their note upon a document; the 
sense and. purpose of which hawe been 
distorted by shortening it, with the re- 
sult that it now appears to prove the 
exact-contrary of what it was originally 
intended that it should prove.” 


* Questions Address to Americans. 


The questions in regard to the docu- 
ment which the former Minister declares 
“can receive an authentic answer only 
in America’ are put as follows: 


1. From what source did the Ameri- 
can delegation derive its Knowledge 
of my report from Serajevo; datefi 13th 
July, .1914,. a report which, as the 
American note says, was in this note 
quoted for the first time? 

2. In what form did the American 
delegation receive this report? In the 
origihal draft or Only in an extract? 
If the latter, was.the case, what was 
the context? Was the text received 
by the dsiegation in German or was it 
in some other language? If not in 
German, in what language was it? 

3. Did the American delegation, sup- 
posing it received only an extract from 
the report, take any steps to make 
itself acquainted with the whole docu- 
ment? If so, what information did it 
receive on the point?” Or did-the dele- 
gation accept the report in the form 
‘in which it was handed to it without 
verifying it, having full faith in the 
*reliability of the source from which it 
canie? 

Dr. von ‘Wiesner explains, that at the 
time of the Serajevo murder he was an 
expert of the law section of the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs at Vienna after hav- 
ing been a Judge and Crown Attorney. 
After the murder he was transferred to 
the political section, ‘and as an expert 
examined all the evidence on the Crime 
and was finally sent to Serajevo to sup- 
plement this evidence, as there appeared 
to be “various obscurities.and gaps’’ in 
it. Haviygg ‘collected the additional evi- 
dence, it was his duty to correlate it with 
the former and examine all with an open 
mind.. He was beset with difficulties, 
the chief of which “‘lay in the fact, firat- 
ly, that the military authorities and a 
part of the political administration were 
thoroughly convinced that the crime had 
been carried out with the knowledge and 
at the wish of the Serbian Government, 
and, secondly, that the Austrian au- 
thorities in question yee no proofs to 
‘offer for. this con apart from/ 
their intuitive interpretation of the situ- 
ation and some vague circumstantial 
evidence. 

‘*As the authorities: in the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs refused to base the steps 
that were to be taken on the h: thesis 
of the complicity of the Serb Gov- 
ernment unless they had proofs of it, and 

as theré was moreover a report to the 
Setect that by getting into touch with 
the local authorities on. the spot we 
should be able to furnish the Foreign 
Office with all the evidence that it'ap-

From: the statements of the persons 
charged with the crime, it has been 
ascertained, in a manner hardly con- 
trovertible, that the crime was resolved 
in Belgrade and that it was prepared 
with the assistance‘ of a Serbian. State’ 
official named Ciganovic and of Major 
Tancosic, these two men providing the. 
bombs, ammunition and cyanide of 
potassium. The participation of Pribi- 
cevic has not been ‘proved and the 
j first reports on this point are due to 
a regrettable misunderstanding on the 
part of the rag hgwer ones investi- 
gating the case. -It has been proved 
objectively and beyond all doubt that 
the bombs originally came from the 
Serbian Army magazine at Kragu- 
jevac; but there is no evidence to 
show that they had only recently been 
taken from this magazine for the 
special: purpose for which “sed were 
employed, as the bombs may have be- 
longed to. the war stores of the Oom- 
itatschis. 

Judging by the statements made by 
the accused, we can scarcely doubt 
that Princip, Cabrinovic and Grabez 
were secretly smuggled. across the 
frontier into Bosnia with .bombs: and 
arms by Serbian organs at the insti- 
gation of Ciganovic. These organ- 
ized transports were conducted by the 
Frontier Captains Schabatz and Loz- 
nica and carried out ky orgahs of the 
excise guards. 

ven though it has not been ascer- 
tained whether these men were aware 
of the purpose of the journey, they 

must surely have assumed the mys- 
terious nature of the mission. Other 
investigations made subsequent to: the 
aSsassination throw ‘light upon the or- 
ganization of the propaganda: of the 
Narodna Odbrana.. The material ob- 
tained is valuable and can be turned 
to account. It has yet to be care- 
fully examined. Investigations are 
being.-made with all. speed. 

In the event of intentions’ which 
prompted my departure still remain- 
ing unchanged, the demands could be 
still further exterided: 

(a) e suppression’ of -eooperation 
of the Serbian "Government organs in 
the smuggling of persons and articles 
across the.frontier. 

(b) Dismissal of Serbian Frontier 
Captains Schabatz. and Loznica, as 
well as of the excise guard organs 
concerned. 

(c) Prosecution of Ciganovic “and 
Tankosic

“Essential Part”’ of the Report. 


Dr. von Wiesner, in commenting 
upon his dispatch, says that if its 
detailed text, which takes account of 
different points of view, “be com- 
pared with the single paragraph torn 
out ‘of ifs context by the American 
note, one is formied to admit that thé 
American note is wrong in referring 
to this quotation as the ‘essential 
part’ of my reporti’’ He declares that 
the essential part of hig report is just 
what does not figure in the American 
note, for: 

Did the ultimatum delivered to Ser- 
bia accuse the Serbian Government of 
complicity in the assassination and of 
lending active assistance in carrying 
it out?. If this were the case, my dis- 
patch would really afford a proof of 
malefides in ,the procedure, of the 
Vienna Government. it/is; how- 
ever, my report proves, on the con- 
trary, that our Government, in spite 
of all the circumstantla] evidence and 
grounds for suspicion -télling against 
the Serbian .Government; held strictly 
to the situation created by the actual 
evidence available at that time.

The performance of Meyerbeer’s 
“L/ Africana’’ yesterday afternoon in the 
Metropolitan Opera. House had the un- 
expected interest of the first appearance 
of Mario Chamleé in the role of Vasco 
da Gama, Mr. Chamblee took this part 
on twenty-four hours’ notice in place of 
Mr. “GigH, who was indisposed. Mr. 
Chamlee’s interpretation was more than 
creditable to him under. these circum- 
stances. With a rather light voice, but 


one that he handled with artistic skill 
and intelligence, he gave tonal, beauty 
and. expressive quality to his lines. The 
test for which the audience waits,. the 
aria “O Paradiso” was delivered with 
excellent resonance and phrasing and 
brought well deserved applause. 

The remainder of the cast..was more 
familiar: Rosa ‘Ponselle as Selika; 
Qtieena Mario, Inez; Adamo Didur, Don

The recital last night opened with the 
Schumann C* major Fantasy; it conh- 
tinued with three Chopin Preludes and 
the last of the Etudes, Opus 25; the 
Schumann G minor Sonata; the Chopin 


Ballade, Opus 49; the Nocturne, Opus 
27,.@ mazurka and a waltz, respectively, 
in B minor and A flat major. In addi- 
tion to these compositions there were, 
of course, éncorés, . 

The interpretation of the Schumann 
Fantasy was less fiery and more con- 
templative than some to which we are 
accustomed, and perhaps the most nota- 
ble moments were those of the finale— 
the -voice of Schumann the dreamer 
rather thar. the proud poet and the val- 
orous fighter of the Philistines. The 
Chopin Preludes were those in G major, 
C minor and F major—the. first ‘and 
third compositions of Chopin in lighter 
vein, the second the brief chorale to 
which the composer gave rich and subtle 
color tints without loss of the inherent’ 
grandeur of the idea. To achieve gran- 
deur, in a space of less: than two dozen 
measures is not a small thing. 

It was in Schumann's sonata that Mr. 
Gabrilowit&ch reached his full height as 
an. interpreter. Earlier in the evening, 
with’ all the. tonal beauty and fineness 
of proportion that ‘characterized his 
playing, he had appeared less in the 
vein, But the sonata throbbed with ro- 
mantic feeling, and the ‘playing of the 
slow movement had >an adorable, sim- 
plicity easier to mention than to attain. 
This.sonata is not equal in content to 
the. great Fantasy or to the Jonger 
sonata “in F sharp minor. Those works 
call for a larger utterance if not a more 
impassioned delivery than the work in 
G minor. *more did Mr. Gabrilo- 
witsch show his intuition and musician- 
ship in his choice of dynamics and in- 
tensities of tone. Everr.in the, spaces’ of 
Carnegie Hall the sonata achieved an 
intimacy of effect ‘which was as the 
voice of Schumann—the shy confidences, 
the dreams. and sleep-chasings, the 
troubled passion of the youthful poet.

Sixty-two paintings by famous mas- 
ters, of the well-known Achillito Chiesa 
collection, is to be dispersed this céming 
Friday evening at .the American. Art 
Galleries. ; 

This collection was begun by Achille 
Chiesa, a wealthy Milanese exporter and 
importer, whose son, Achillito, carried | 
on the acquiring of art’ treasures, until, 
owing to his purchasing. on credit, the 
Italian Government was consulted by a 
committee of creditors and .bankers as 
to what should be done to preserve the 
coHection. The Government, when a 
sale was determined upon, in accordance 
with its rights, set aside certain. objects 
‘as national treasures, but not having the 
money te purchase them, ft eventually 
released them, and ft was decided to sell 
the collection in America. 

The collection being an extensive one; 
{ts sale ts to be divided over a: pettod of 
time, and it) will doubtless be weeks he- 
fore another opportunity to inspect and 
purchase its various gemeg is offered..

Secondly, the newly “formed Ministry 
.of Labor’ has inaugurated an experi- 
ment for dealing with the rural unem- 
ployed, or .‘‘poor whites,’’ by more 
scientific methods than have been tried 
in the past. 

These direct measures will be supple- 
mented by a native polic based on the 
principle of ‘“differentiation,’’ or modi- 
fied segregation, the effect of which will 
be to give blacks and whites alike more 
scope in their own particular areas and 
a reduce the economic competition 





pokey reveals a growing tendency to 
Europeans down into the poor 
St: class. The combined effort, it is 
hoped, will do much to strengthen the 
white race in South Africa and check the 
rapidly increasing preponderance of the 
colored peoples, which was made plain 
in the 1921 census report. 


Attempts Made in Past. 


Many attempts have been made in the 
past to deal effectively with the evil of 
poor-whiteism, which is almost as old 
as the European occupation of the coun- 
try. It is difficult to estimate the éx- 


tent of the trouble, but the figure of 
106,000 poor whites was given in 1916, 
and the total today is put as high as 
160,000, which means that every tenth 
European in the Union must be included 
in that doleful category. Impartial stu- 
dents of social conditions in South Africa 
admit that unless the canker of poor- 
whiteism can: be eradicated, the Euro- 
pean race ultimately will be found to 
have lost control of the sub-continent. 

e Ministry of Labor néw is striving 
to put into operation the, recommenda- 
tion of the Transvaal Indigency Com- 
mission made nearly twenty years ago, 
that in the treatment of the problem ‘‘re- 
lief should not stop.short of providing 
the indigents with the necéssaries of life; 
its object should also.be their moral and 
economic regeneration.’’ To aet upon 


classifying of an army, of ‘helpless and 
poverty-stricken people,.in the ranks of 
which are to be found ‘a mixture of aged 
poor, physically or mentally incapable, 


a fresh start, and sheer wan’t-works. 
Relief works in the past have been 
flooded by men from all these classes, 
rendering operations on scientific or eco- 
nomic lines almost impossible. 

The Ministry of Labor now discour- 
ages the ordinary relief work, which is 
generally a dead-end affair, except when 
there is special local reasons for its es- 
tablishment or continuance. It insists 
that the able-bodied unemployed must 
perform the labor which it offers as a 
preliminary test of fitness and willing- 
ness and from which the men who make 
good are passéd on to activities offering 
them a chance. of re-establishing them- 
selves as self-supporting citizens. 

The Government has prepared a. test- 
ing ground on its own land in the Brits 
district, thirty miles north of Pretoria. 
There it owns farms irrigable from the 

£2,000,000 Haartebeestpoort Dam. 
In this district the Ministry of Labor 
holds the Losperfontein. estate of. about 
30,000 acres, of which 8,000 acres are 
arable, while the Land Department has 
an area of good wheat and tobacco 
country which it is cutting up into 
ready-made farms of 16 to 20 acres, each 
complete with house.-and agricultural 
implements. 


Work for Manual Saber: 


In the same district the Irrigation De- 
partment is cutting furrows from the’ 
two main canals which ¢arry the water 
of the Haartebeestpoort Dam, and the 
Transvaal Provincial Council is building 
a main road. A twenty-eight mile rail- 
way from Brits northward has been ap- 
proved by Parliament, while the Min- 
istry of Labor has mapped out thirty- 
six miles of road to devélop the Losper- 
fontein estate. Thus there is plenty of 
use for manual labor to be done as a 
test of the: gerfulneness of the desire to 
‘“‘make good. ”

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BERLIN, Nov. 21 (®).—German women 
and girls are still far behind those of the 
United States in the art of applying cos- 
metics, is the conclusion reached by a 


well-known Socialist‘ member of the 
Reichstag, o has returned to Germany 
\from America, where he was a delegate 
to the Cohgress of the Interparliamen- 
tary Union at Washington. 

Admitting that the Parisiennes lead 
the maids of Berlin in this respect, he is 
inclined to award the palm for ‘‘rapid 
painting” to American femininity, whose 
dexterity ‘at wielding the powder puff 
and lipstick stunned him. 

“American women still are influenced 
by thé recollection of the customs of the 
American Indians, who were adepts at 
applying pigments to their faces before 
entering upon the chase or scouting ex- 
peditions,’’ observes this critic in the 
official news bulletin of the Social Dem- 
ocratic Party. He expresses amazement 
over/ the freedom and alacrity with 
which facial adornments aré applied in 
full view of the public.

HUMANE WARFARE. 
‘The Riffians at- war with two Eu- 
ropean Powers are objects of sympathy 


to alleviate the woes of these desert peo- 
ple, harassed by air bombers and master 
artillerists? Why not revive “the lest 
‘rules of war” for the sake of the Rif- 
fians? Their resistance is a forlorn hope 
and can end only in defeat. Old men, 
women and children are exposed to bom- 
bardment, The London Spectater, per- 
haps feeling that nothing practical can 
be done for the Riffians, suggests for the 
future an international agreement to 
make more humane the wars of “eivi- 
lized * with backward peoples. 

Major Gen. Sir FrReperick Maurice 
was called upon for exicouragement, but 
he had nothing helpful to say. Professor 
GILBERT MuRRAY had pointed, out that, 
when a proposal was made that the 
League of Nations control the most: mod- 
ern weapons, bombing airplanes, tanks 
and heavy artillery, there was protest 
from those Powers that had dependencies 
menaced by savage races. . It was said“ 
that. none oftheir troops would take part 
in ‘expeditions if they were to be deprived 
of weapons that. would end a border war 
quickly. “ We,” said Sir Frepericx for 
the British, “ mowed down the Mahdists 
“ by thousands at Omdurman with quick- 
“firing rifles and sent. against them 
“what was then a very modern type of 
“ field howitzer.” He continued: 

The villages of backward peoples are 
ordinarily forts. * * * Is it more oruta) . 
te drop bombs upon these forts from the 
air than to rain upon them shells dis- 
charged by artillery? Is it more brutal to 
bomb than to blockade, an expedient to 
which we have often resorted? If.we are 
to begin to make limits ag: te the use 
of weapons, where are we to stop? Whet 
weapon can we pretend is more humane 
than others?

Unlike 
Congress, the League is not primarily a 
legislative body: Unlike our President, 
it has as yet few clearly established ex- 
ecutive functions. “If a» person: were 
giving a theoretical opinion,” writes 
Judge Dg BUSTAMENTE, “whether it 
“would hesuitable to give to a Supreme 
“Court of Justice advisory functions in 
“connection with executive and political 
“organisms, he would instinctively feel 
“inclined te answer in the negative.” 
But the Assembly and Council: heve as 
yet “only made their début,” and, being 
mainly concerned in the work of con- 
ciliation and arbitration, “have semi- 
“ Judicial functiong that make it easy for 
“a Coumh of Justice to give an impartial 
‘and disinterested opinion, technical 
“competence not being essential.” In 
point of fact the greater number of the 
Court’s decisions, as also its most. im- 
portant service to the cause of peace, 
have been rendered in its merely ad- 
visory capacity. 

Throughout, Judge DE BusTaMEeNTs 
has the grace and the wisdom to write 
of the. Court as in its infant and forma- 
tive ‘stage. “He is as.cheerful ashe is 
candid—at times eloquent with ‘enthu- 
siasm. But the critical faculty is su- 
preme. “Let us hope that the, teachings 
“of time will correct or justify these 
“somewhat premature impressions, It 
“is very dangerous to make prophecies 
“ beside the eradle; if they come true,’ it 
“is almogt glways by chance.”

The option was to continue for two 
years after the date of contract, with the 
proviso that if the Interstate Commerce 
Commission should at any time prior 
to the expiration of that period au- 
thorize the purchase the option was to 
be exercised within twenty days after

The Metropolitan List This Year Includes Thirty-eight Native Singers and One r 
Gatti-Casazza Talks of Their Opportunity and of the Problems That Confront. Them.

NCE more there is wide interest In 
American opera and in American 
singers for the opera. The intensity 
of that interest was evidenced last 
season in the remarkable case of. Lawrence 
Tibbett, and there were further manifesta- 
tions in the latest success, of Rosa Pon- 
see and the announcements that Marion 
Talley and Mary Lewis, of Follies fame and 
grand opera ambitions, bad ween engaged 
to sing at the Metropolitan. 

These events are significant of the change 
that has taken place in the policies of the 
celebrated Opera House and the development 
of American singers in the last quarter of 
a century. It has been for years the popu- 
lar belief that Américan singers had small 
chance of recognition in their own country. 
But that view is hardly tenable today. 

Po yes Americans are now on the 

of the Metropolitan, and Gatti-Ca- 
sazza-has lent them an especially sympa- 
thetic ear... They Wave been engaged for 
leading parts and for minor parts. Some 
have remained tn minor parts. Others have 
risen through native abitity—and it may be 


said that this ability, when it-existed, did — 


not long go unrewarded. : 

For years there has been discussion as 
to the chances of/native artists as com- 
pared with those of foreign birth. There 
has been a gréat dea) of misunderstanding 
on this subject by the American public. 
There was a time when preference was 
given to the foreign artist or to fhe Amer- 
ican artist with foreign reputation and ex- 
perience. Reputation and experience still 
tell, and are duly taken into .account by 
the impresario; but conditions are very dif- 
ferent than they were even twenty-five years 
ago, and certainly more favorable to the 
native singer. 


In Incréasing Nambers 
First of all, there are more American 
artists, Secondly, the days of phenomenal 
voices and of vocal virtuosity are not with 
us.

and dramatic interpretation than upon vodal - 


quality; native. singers who have advanced 
sufficiently im equipment for the imterpreta— 
tion of serious music are employed in in- 
creasing numbers by the great opera com- 
panies, The large number of Americans on 
the rester of the Metropolitan offers con- 
spicuous proof of the change.

EOCRETARY HOOVER'S varied 
activities. become increasingly 
varied. No man in the Admin- 
istration plays so many parts, 
His most recent engagement as 4 
member of the World War Debt 
Commission negotiating with Italy, 
following conferences with rgpresen- 
tatives of France, is only one of his 
many odd jobs in addition to running 
the’ prodigiousty active and many- 
sided Department of Commerce. 

Does a strike such as the coal and

front the country? The White House 
sends for-Mr. Hoover.

Supply of American Antiques Shows Various Degrees of 
_  Genuineness—How Pieces Are “Restored” 


gota sufficient coliection in his Third 


Avenue place he calln up the deal- 
ers ahd telis them to‘come and buy. 
They come and buy ‘what they want, 
and the operator is satisfied with a 
Small profit. over his purchase price. 
He works for a ovick turnover and 
sells in lots if he can. 

More systematic is another oper- 
ator, one of the best known dealers 
in.New York, in fact.. This man has 
arrangements with suitable persons 
in small towns. The agent may be 
an antique dealer or he may be the 
locai, furnitufe man or the under- 
taker. His business is to know when 
any old furniture comes on the mar- 
ket in his vicinity and to buy it. At 
intervals during the year the New 
York dealer comes along and looks 
the stuff over. He does not select; 
he buys the lot. Say it has cost the 
local man §200; the big dealer pays 
him $300, takes out of the mis- 
cellany the few pieces that are of 
any real value or promise ds old fur- 
niture, and carts the rest off to a 
second-rate auction room in some ad- 
jacent town or in New York to sell it 
for anything it will bring. 5 
When the operator comes » back 
from his rounds the stuff usable for 
his purpose as a metropolitan furni- 
ture dealer is collected in hig ware- 
house. It consists of a few good 
pieces in good condition, of more 
good pieges in bad condition, of the 
wreckage of good pieces and old 
pieces that are hardly recognizable © 
as- anything: backs and tegs of 
chairs, odd fronts of drawers and. 
what not—the .ssemblage looks like 
& woodpile of refuse. It ts al) mate- 
rial of his trade. The rest is know- 
Ing how—knowing his clients. 


Restoring Old Pieces 


_ In the first place, there is the. con- 
noisseur of old furniture—the reai 
cotiector, who pays big prices for 
reuliy fine and rare pieces. [f our 
operator has got hold of anything of 
that sort he does not attempt to fix 
it up.. He handles it with gloves 
and telephones the particular col- 
lector who seems. most likely to want 
it. If that collector or his trnsted 
does want it, he pays the 
dealer's price (a big one) without 
argument and sends it to his own ex- 
pert to be restored—if it is to be re- 
stored—exactly as much as the col- 
lector thinks it should be... For when 
it is done so, he knows exactly what 


" | the restorations are. 


So far, so good. But a lot is left. 
The dealer would never be able to. 
live if-he had to depend on the con- 
neiesepr collector as sole patron. The 
rest of the stuff is in various stages 
of disorder an@ decrepitude. Some of 
it needs only a little done to it: a bit 
of veneer replaced, handles added, 
drawers made to work. a splat re- 
newed, or a leg. Such furniture, in 
the dealer's parlance, needs only ‘‘re- 
pairs.” It may be sold ax “old, 
slightly repaired,’’ up to, say, 15 per- 
cent. of added material. 

Much of the furniture is, however, 
in worse condition. It has to have 
so much replaced that it wili need 
not mereiy repairs but ‘‘restoration."’ 
Up to 40 per cent replacement the 
honest dealer (who is liberally esti- 
muted in the trade as constituting 
rneven out of ten of the run of them) 
will count a plece as ‘‘old, restored.’’ 
If you ask him point biank how 
much restored, he is supposed to tell 
you, and even to let you examine the 
piece with @ magnifying giass, so 
that you may check up his report. 
Such restoration should, in fact, ‘'re- 
store’’ the article to its original ap- 
pearance, It must not transform it 
into something else. 

However, a vast deai of the old 
furniture is in such a state that it 





maintain relations with joGai (not al- 
ways aiftique) dealers and operate 
through them in the.first instance. 
An example of the first type is a 
man who is well known to the trade 
in New York, though the public is 
little aware of him.’ He makes rounds 
of Long Island, Connecticut and

Do you know St: Martinville? The 
kindliness of its people?’ No re- 
quest. made of the stranger within 
their flowering borders is denied if 
it. may be fulfilled. This is being 
faithful to the legend of their patron 
saint. Evangeline, herself, from the 
never forgotten past, is reincarnate. 

Lovingly. was the setting arranged 
for her return ‘to-St. Martinville. 
The whole village contributed from 
family relics the furnishings of a 
real Acadian kitchen in the convent 
school of the Sisters of Mercy, 
which stands beside Evangeline’s 
oak tree on thé bayou. The convent 
was once the warehouse of the Poste 
des Attakapas. Here the trappers 
and the herdsmen came to await the 
atrival of boats and barges. 

And here the reincarnation of 
Evangeline, ‘‘gentie Evangeline, the 
pride of the village,’’ wearing her 
Norman cap and her kirtle of blue, 
sits before a spinning wheel as old 
as the memory of its Acadian owner, 
gazing into the future through the 
brown eyes of Mildred Dessens, who 
has inherited from her own forebears 
the gentle Acadian beauty described 
years ago in the reminiscences of the 
Louisiana jurist, Felix Voorhies.

This last 
boat dumped its human cargo on the 
shore of Maryland, where the refu- 
gees found sanctuary with weaithy 
planters. , For three years they lived 
there and’ prospered. But uncertain- 
ty as to the fate of the loved ones 
from. whom they Were separated 
urged them on to that other settle- 
ment of the French in the far South. 
Emméline’s search for her lost -love 
began. 





Sweet-Tempered But Sad 


“Thus she lived in our midst,'’ the 
Voerhies memoirs state, ‘‘always 
sweet-tempered, but with a sadness 
depicted on her countenance and 
with smiles so sorrowful that we had 
come to look upon her as not of this 
earth but rather as our guardian 
angel; and this is why we called her , 
no longer Emmeline, but Evangeline, 
or God's little angel.”’ 

The wanderings of Longfellow's 
heroife correspond to the dreary, 
tedious journey of Emmeline and her 
foster-mother to that “Eden of 
Louisiana,’’-where ‘‘the grass grows 
more in a single night than a whole 
Canadian Summer.” 

The. settlers from the whole sur- 
rounding territory .had congregated 
on the shore of the bayou to greet 
them. Many Acadian families were 
reunited that day. Sd: Emmeline, 
the Evangeline of the refugees, look- 
ing eagerly through the crowd, sud- 
@enly grasped tier foster-mother by 
the arm, and, pointing to a tall man 
lying béneath the oak tree at the 
ianding, cried out: 

**Mother, mother! 
Louis!”’ 

But when she rushed to his side, 
with her, “Louis, I am your Enme, 
line! .Have you forgotten me?” the 
man turned ashen and hung. down 
his head without uttering a word. 

When he did Answer he could only 
tell the girl who had searched so 
long anda. so faithfully. that he was

St. “Martinville has not forgotten 
Evangeline, although times have 
greatly changed since she first jour- 
neyed up the old bayou to the Poste 
des Attakapas.

How it Will Appear 
When the Plans of 
Its Benefactor 
Are Complete

the great university soon to 

rise on a wooded plateau just 

outside of Durham, ‘et us 
turn back fora moment to the Spring 
of the year 1865. It will not be an 
idle deviation—there is a connection 
that will presently appear. 

As several million young Americans 
can testify, the peril of battle does 
not deaden a soldier’s appetite for 
tobacco. Here in Durham in the ’60s 
the jaded Confederate soldiers found 
a smoking mixture that pleased them 
mightily. It was made by a man 
named John Ruffin Green, whose 
shop was a little structure that would 
not make a toolhouse today for the 
gigantic factory that covers the land 
where it stood. 


Planning the Buildings 


But the Confederates of. '65 had 
time for only a few puffs. They 
were pressed close by the Federals 
and moved dh westward. Sherman's 
soldiers came. -They were just as 
eager for ‘tobacco and thev raided 
Green’s factory. It looked like ruin 
for Green, yet turned out to be a 
blessing. When the war was over 
the soldiers on both sides, recalling 
the flavor, began to send in orders 
by mail. This put Mr, Green on his 
feet again and this it was that. put 
Durham on the commercial map. 

It was Green’s success that led 
tobacco makers, the Duke . family 
among others, to come to Durham. 
Many years later James B. Duke, 
who, with his father and brother, had 
made a fortune in cigarettes, swal- 
lowed it up in his gigantic. merger.

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LOST T REASURES OF GOTHIC ART 


REDISCOVERED BY AMERICAN 


George Grey Barnard Brings Home to New York Superb Examples 
of Medieval Workmanship From Obscure Corners of France

HE return of Parisians from 
the seaside and mountain. re- 
sorts has once more stimu- 
lated gaming in the metropo- 
lis.

In Lynch, Ky., the writer found a 
member of the Howard clan who 
could tell of the days that are past. 
Lynch is one of the youngest towns 
in Harlan County. It is a war child. 
The first drill was put into the 
mountain side in. August, 1917. 
While-coal wag being dug the town 
was. built. It has none of the crud- 
ities of older mining settlements, It 
has paved streets, fine schools, a 
modern hotel, a splendid - hospital. 
To John Howard, former feudist, 
now watchman at the town's bank, 
Lynch’ is a never-ceasing source of 
wonder and respect. 


One of the Old Order 


“There would have been no feuds 
in the old days if we had been civ- 
ilized like-this,”’ he said. 

John Howard, seventy years old 
and more, is tall, raw-boned and 
sharp-featured. He wears the large, 
hroad-brimmed hat that is still pop- 
ular in this section of the country. 
The gun he carries on his hip as 
guardian of the bank rests there 
most familiarly. He is a reminder of 
the old order. For many years he 
lived in Texas, because, it is said, it 
wasn’t healthy for him to stay in 
Kentucky. 

“‘My father,"’ he said, “was Hen- 
derson Howard. I was born under 
the cliff. That's where we lived. We 


raised most of our livin’. We had a} also, and many of them have gone 


few hogs, some gheep, some cattle. 
In the Pall we raised ginseng, like 
most of the mountaineers, They tell 
a story of one family that was 
brought up in a sycamore tree. My. 
father says he took me to visit them 
once and laid me-to sleep wrapped 
up.in a sheepskin at the roots of the 
tree, When I grew to be about ten 
or twelve I hunted and trapped with 
the men of that family: There were 
‘about sixty or seventy voters in this 
region then, The Eversoles had some 
of their family here. So did the 
Jenkinses; There was a good old 
trapper called Loony, That was his 
name.Loony Creek right above here 
is named after him. Places took their 
names from hunters. 

“We had school . about three 
months in the year—in jog houses 
with log benches. The children lived 
far apart and were mostly badly

together in one pot. The bacon was 
as big as your hand, the plate of 
butter as big as your hat, the coffee 
pot big enough for a hotel kitchen. 

“It's true we had but one room to 
a house, ‘but that room was big 
enough to take care of everybody. 
We ate; cooked and slept in it. We 
made the beds ourselves. They were 
high so>that the children's beds 
could bé pushed under them during 
the daytime. Every ofice so often 
we'd kill a beef and divide it among 
the neighbors. 

“I was the eldest of the Howard, 
brothers when my father died and, 
of course, J took up the fight where 
it was ieft off.. “Before I went to 
Texas I was Sheriff twice and United 
States Marshal once. That didn’t 
make me any too popular... There 
wasn’t a day passed. I didn’t have a 
fight. If it wasn't somethin’ to do 
with the feud, it was with the moon- 
shiners. A great many people here 
had no other way of makin’ a few 
dollars except by .moonshining; but 
1 was representing the law and had 
to hunt them out: 


Feuds No Longer Natural 

“Feuds were natural in those 
days, just as they ain't natural to- 
day. When a man had a misunder- 
standing with another man he pro- 
} tected“ his rights with his weapon. 
That's-all there was to it: There 
was lots of misunderstanding, what 
with people living so far apart 
and havin’ lots of time to study. 
about old grudges and. differences. 
Men would take sides, band up, and 
when they mét a fellow on the other 
side they just naturally drew their 
guns. I never went out untess I was 
armed, and when 1 went to town f 
always had a good guard around me | 
Many’s the time I came down Har- 
lan’s streets with a woman on each 
arm.”’ 4 

“A woman?’’ 

“Yes, They hardly ever went: at; 
you when there was a woman with 
you. The women had feélin's; they 
didn't take sides very hard. They 

d ter ber they had kin- 








folks on each side. We couldn't af- 
ford to remember it; we didn’t dare 
to. The man on the other side might 
forget and get you when you passed 
where he wad hidin’. Occasionally 
there was a killin’ and, of course. 
that started things good and proper. 

“The coming of the coal péople 
changed a good deal of that.. The 
Howards, those that were here, sold 


got a good deal of money. Some of 
them live in Harlan, some of them 
near ‘Harlan. They are some of the 
wealthiest men in the county. One of 
them is a doctor. He owns a hos- 
pital in Harlan. 

“The other folks ‘who had taken 
sides in the feuds sold their land 


into the Blue Grass-country, where 
they’ve turned into prosperous farm- 
ers. The Howards and the Turners 
have forgotten their old troubles. 
They're good friends how. 

‘There ain't many Frenches left in 
the country. Those that are livin’ 
here are lawyers or something like 
that, Many of them just died out. 
You can’t keep a- family goin’ long 
when you keep fightin’. There are 
lots of Eversoles in this section and 
they're all prosperous. The Hatfields 
in West Virginia were always good 
people until they got into that feud 
with the McCoys. I hear they're very 
Prosperots today. 1 guess they've 
given up studyin’ about feuds, Busi- 
ness pays better, peace pays bet 
-**Do you prefer this life you're liv- 
ing to the one you used to lead?’’

vroduced at the Metropolitan Opera 
House quite a number of works by 
Americans, only a small fraction of 
which have contained material of 
importance—and even such as did 
were unsuited to the stage. We did 
not permit that to step us, and, as 
you know, an American—Deems 
Taylor—is now commissioned to pro- 
duce an opera for us. We have en- 
couraged Americans in the past by 
offering prizes for operas, and. we 
have tried to meet their wishes when 
it came to production; but this was 
not always easy, since, like the sing- 
ers, the native composers, as a rule, 
were poorly equipped technically, and 
in almost all cases had had little ex- 
perience in writing for the theatre. 
But we have tried, and shall con- 
tinue. to try to find the American 
opera. Some day we shall find it! 

‘*This, also, is true: The American 
composer is not alone in his failure 
to produce good operas. “ Operas are 
composed in Europe that are better 
‘put together, more practicably writ- 
ten, if you like, than here; but when 
it comes to real ideas, to music—" 
The shoulders went up, the mouth 
fell down in the shrug that is 
Gatti’s. 

**Conditions are slowly improving,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘and shall I tell you 
one great force in their improve- 
ment? It is the increasing knowl- 
edge and good taste of the American 
public, the breadth of its point of 
view, its curiosity and catholicity of 
taste. The public, after all, is our 
master—my master, the master of 
the singers and of the composers, 
the dictator to every artist, however 
sincere, however idealistic or inde- 
pendent in his attitude he may be. 
For this public the composer will 
write-his opera, the singer mode) his 
style, the impresario fashion his rep- 
ertory. 


Ministers to Public’s Will 

*“‘Do you think that the Metropoli- 
tan repertory is my doing? Only my 
doing as an executant and minister 
to the publics wishes. If I ar- 
ranged my favorite repertory it 
would be very different than that 
which the Metropolitan has today. 
But that is not my business, and it 
is my effort constantly to ascertain, 
as nearly as I may, the desires of 
our audiences and to meet them in 
an artistic manner. 

“The audiences are preparing the 
way for the composer; they are mak- 
ing easier the path of the American 
singer. and promoting his or her 
chances of success. I think—I fear, 
speaking now as a European—that 
the American public has maintained 
its standards, and even advanced its 
tastes, as Europe has not done in the 
post-war period. 

“The reasons are clear, In Eu- 
rope the audiences, which formerly 
included a large element of artists 
and connoisseurs, have maintained, 
in my judgment, only about 20 per 
cent. of their former membership, 
. ence their culture and appreciation 
of art. In America the opera public 
has remained; I should say, fully 80 
per cent. what it used to be. Newly- 
made rich people of the war period 
are. visible here, of course; but they 
ate present in overwhelming num- 
bers in Europe. It is they who can 
buy the expensive seats and other- 
wise patronize art and artists. In 
America the public is holding what 
it formerly had and is adding to its 
knowledge and perceptions, partly 
through the greater influx of Euro- 
pean art since the war. 
public to which the artist must ap- 
peal. Today there is none more ex- 
acting, and, potentially, more con- 
structive in its standards.”’

It is a remarkable list, and some 
of the débuts, or sudden emergences 
into public fame, have been of a 
dramatic character. 

A few years ago a visitor from 
another city stepped into the Metro- 
politan Opera House for a perform- 
ance of Verdi's opera, “Forza dei 
Destino."’ Soon he beheld, on the 
stage with Caruso, a Leonora whose 
voice he could not place in: his mind. 
The program said, in ordinary small 
letters, ‘*Ponselle’"’ and in still 
smaller bracketed letters, “debut.” 
This néw-comer had obviously. a 
voice of exceptional range and opu- 
lent color. What. is more, she 
seemed to have a natural aptitude 
for the stage. Or was she an ex- 
perienced foreign artist? Probably 
not, since, for all her talent, there 
were movements, gestures, tones 
that indicated less of experience than 
of operatic aptitude—a nature that 
expressed itself naturally in song. 

Who was this Ponselie? It was 
buzzed about the corridors that she 
had been singing, the year before, 
in vaudeville. ‘This proved to he 
true. She and her sister Carmela, 
who has also joined the Metropolitan 
this season, had been appearing on 
the Keith circuit. Rosa believed she 
could sing and had been given les- 
sons by a teacher of this city, who 
in turn introduced her to Gatti-- 
Casazza. She was promptly engaged 
and within a- few months was 
launched upon her career in the 
greatest opera house in the. world. 

The vis-a-vis of Caruso success- 
fully finished the evening, and her 
read was plain before her. This 
same Ponselle ‘‘created’’ the role of 
La Vestale in the first New York 
performance of Spontini’s opera, 

Others have won their way from 
more modest beginnings. Up to the 
time of the Metropolitan's revival of 
Verdi's “Falstaff’’ last season the 
name of Laurence Tibbett was little 
known, save to his immediate friends 
and attentive observers. He had 
been taking small parts conscienti- 
ously, with an occasional phrase of 
commendation from the reviewers of 
the New York papers. His oppor- 
tunity, it is fair to remark here, 
was given him, in advance of ‘his 
achievement, by the company em- 
ploying him. 

Tibbett was cast for the rdle of 
Ford in the *‘*Faistaff’’ performance. 
At’ the dress rehearsal it was evident 
that his impersonation was one of 
the best on the stage. This was the 
opinion of the group of invited guests 
who attended that private hearing. 
With the performance came the op- 
portunity that it~ would normally 
have taken years more of the excel- 
Tent work Mr. Tidbett was doing, 
and: many, many columns of critical 
eulogy, to provide him. There was 
a misunderstanding after the fall of 
the curtain upon the scene between 
Ford and Falstaff. The audience ap- 
plauded and finally called and 
stamped for Tibbett to appear. For 
some reason he failed to materialize, 
ang the result was a demonstration 
such as bad not been seen in many 
years on the part of a Metropolitan 
audience’ 

The audience took it into its head 
that a young American who had em- 
phatically “‘made good” was being 
deprived of his curtain call because 
of favoritism back of the curtain 
shown to a distinguished foreign 
artist. There was’ racket and tur- 
moil until at last the young singer

But 
compare her experience and training 
with some of the newcomers of to- 
day. . 
Farrar’s Preparation 
Farrar did not come to the stage 


of the Metropolitan from vaudeville : 


or any other popular stage enter- 
tainment. She studied with Traha- 
dello in Paris and with the great 


Lilli. Lehmann in Berlin, -She tri-| 


umphed in Berlin and in other Eu- 
ropean capitals before she made her 
appearances in America. She was 
in her twenty-fifth year when she 
came, full of fight and determina- 
tion, to New York and the Metro- 
politan. She aimed high. She fought 
her battles, tooth and nail, by song 
and pen and word of mouth, until 
one of the foremost places-in the 
company had been attained. 

In these days they go quicker— 
vide Miss Ponselie, vide the recent 
career of Miss Lewis, who, with 
Miss Talley, has aroused much 
curiosity and interest in advance of 
the awaited Metropolitan début. 
Miss Lewis, we learned, ran away 


from home in 1919 to join a travel- 


ing company. In 1920 she was in 
Hollywood in picture comedies. _In 
the following year she became a 
leading singer of the Ziegfeld Follies. 
Im 1922 she began to study singing 
seriously. In 1023 she sang at 
Monte Carlo, and, as Marguerite in 


.“*Faust,” in Vienna. The next year 


she was singing in London; the year 
after she appeared in Paris as the 
Merry Widow. She had gone from 
the cabaret to grand opera in less 
than three years, and a few days 
ago signed with the Metropolitan. 

Here is Miss Talley of Missouri. 
Three years ago, at 16, she gained 
an audition at the Metropolitan and 
was advised to go abroad to study. 
She has not waited too long to ap- 
pear—or been anxious about stage 
experience. The American girl! The 
land of youth, optimism, energy! 

Compare careers..such as these 
with the preparation of Miss Farrar: 
A concert début, in a small way, at 
the age of 14. Five years of study 
with Trabadelio in Paris and with 
Lehmann in Berlin. Début in 
‘‘Faust’' at 19. . Début in New York 
at the age of 24. 

Or consider the training of Mme. 
Nordica: Concert début at the age 
of 17. Dé€but at 20 in Italy. Ap- 
pearance at 23 in Paris, after years 


at 24." First appearance in the Met- 
ropolitan at 34. At 36 appeared as 
Isolde, and from then on, with a 
voice superbly trained and with an 
unflinching industry, developed, 
deepened and broadened her interpre- 
tive art. 

The cases described are only a few 
of many. The list is not inclu- 
sive or completely. representative. 
More names of past and present gen- 
erations are omitted than are here 
mentioned. But the observations of 
Mr. Gatti, who is a man of wisdom, 
and the instances cited, may point 
to a rather evident condition.

‘‘Virtually the whole of this art 
was intact in 1703, when France had 
60,000 abbeys and cathedrals. Then 
came the uprising of the people, the 
reprisal for ‘past sufferings. Even 
the stones of religious establishments 
were hateful in the eyes of many. 
The peasants bought plots of seized 
lands from the republic. An abbey 
that chanced to stand on such a plot 
was pulled down or was asgailed by 
s0 many hands that it a ruin. 
The cut stones of abbeys and cathe- 
drals were convenient blocks for the 
building of peasant houses and 
barns. Thus we may find a capital 
aimost uninjured, but cemented into 
a garden wall or the foundation.of a 
house. As the relics of classic Greece 
and aneient Egypt were seized upon

to supply a ready means of late 
building, so the Gothic aft of 
France was lost to view in large 
measure. 

“But it is misleading to speak of 
disappearance. In reality these 
mes endure.

We listened to 
Scheel and the band he had trained in 
‘performances of Brahms’s Second 
symphony and other works in Boston, 
“when Richard Strauss appeared as 
‘guest conductor and interpreter of his 
own, compositions. Frite Scheel. was a 


tinguished artistic personality, but one 
who did the indispengable pioneer 
_ work. in assembling the complicated 
parts of the orchestral machine and 


leader of the Philadelphia Orchestra 
y imoluded the first appearances of that 
organization in New York, in Boston 
and in other cities; it established the 
body of the orchestral repertory; more 
than anything else, it instituted or- 
_chestTal music in Philadelphia and se- 
cured the permanent interest of cer- 
tain influential Philadelphians in this 
form of art. It is never fully rea- 





- Mged by outsiders what the labors of 


men like this, pursued under the con- 
ditions Scheel encountered, mean to 
the institutions of which they are 
founders. But these things are un- 
derstood by Mr. Stokowskl, who re- 
cently in Philadelphia paid e deserved 
tribute to his predecessor. It can be 
said without sentimentality. that the 
achievement of this musician lives 
after him. . 

Scheel, whose term .in Philadelphia, 
ending with his death, coincided. al- 
most exactly with Gerick’s second 
term as conductor of the Boston Sym- 
phony, was followed in 1907 by Car! 
Pehlig. The orchestra went through 
some checkered years, with a gifted 
‘but uneven conductor; yntil the end 
of the seagon of 1911-12, Mr, Poblig 
and the Philadelphia Orchestra then 
severed their relations, and in the Fall 
of the same year Leopold Stokowski 
‘made his first bow to a Phitadelphia 
audience, 

The history made since that’ time 
was vividly portrayed by the concert 
of last Tuesday evening. This event 
teok place twenty-five years and a 
day after the first Philadelphia Or- 
chegtra concert, on Nov, 16, 1900, It 
took place in Mr, Stokowski’s thir- 
teenth year with the orchestra. It is 
he who bag brought the Philadelphia 
Orchestra to a leading position among 
organizations of its kind mm America. 
This position is hotly contested; it is 
held at the price of endless labor and 
vigilance, but it is a present fact. 

tn developing the orchestra Mr. 
Stokowski has developed himself. Al- 
ways of an exceptional temperament, 
he has grown rapidly as a musician 
as well as virtuoso gponductor, He has 
shown his shortcomings and out- 
grown most .of them; end shortcom- 
ings are. characteristic of exceptional 
as.well as unexcéptionable people.

BORROWED OR BANAL? 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The reviews of James Weldon John- 
son's admirable book of negro ‘‘spiri- 
tuals’’ all seem to accept with equa- 
nimity the assumption that these 
songs are the real folk-music of Amer- 
While negro rhythms, melodies 
and harmonies undoubtedly appeal to 
the average American of today, it. is 
difficult to see how we can claim as 
our own a music which combines Afri- 
can materials with the King James 
version of thé Bible, 

The negro's folk-music is unques- 
tionably significant, esthetically and 
ethnologically. So is that of the Amer- 
ican Indian and the Russian peasant. 
But not one of these actually belongs 
to the United States of America, even 
by virtue of conquest or enslavement.- 


America is gradually producing a 
curious folk-music of her own, in the 
midst of highly civilized surroundings, 
a phenomenon which ‘has no parallel 
in history. ~- In this music. the jazz 
rhythms, ballad melodies, and ‘‘bar- 
ber shop’’ harmonies play an import- 
ant part. It is still-in a primitive 
stage, but s0 was all folk-music.at 
one time. Why should we be eternally 
limited to either borrowed or banal 
materials?

_ Prologues to Pictures 


TZ Opposed By Manager 





Fr N-the opinion of Major Bowes, man- 
aging director of the Capitol The- 
atre, the time has come when the 

* prologue must be relegated to the past 
glories of motion picture entertain- 
‘ment. In elucidating the reasons for 

_-. his prediction, Major Bowes said the 
4 other day: 
“A picture is constructed along ele- 
' mentary dramatic principles, the same 
| principles on which plays or jnovels 
| are written. The story is begun and 
Lunfolded in its logical sequence of 
. @vents. ‘How absurd and incongruous 
? it would be to tear out several pages 
* from the middle of a book and place 
: them at the beginning! A novelist 
does not give an exposition of his 
story asthe preface. Similarly it 
would hever occur to a dramatic pro- 
ducer to preface his play with a mo- 
tion “picture, an entirely foreign and 
different medium, and reveal the crux 
of his climax and his plot. It would

the stage. And when the stage scene 


All-elements which might disclose the 
plot should be carefully concealed until 
such time as it suits the dramatic puh- 
pose of the director to reveal them. 
Each scene has its logical position in 
the development of the story. 

“And yet the prologue defeats that 
very purpose. Jt extracts an impor- 
tant part of the plot and reveals and 
therefore destroys the dramatic effect 
of the picture. The mediim of the 
stage is different from that of the 
screen; the tempo, the elements are 
entirely foregn; the whole-.stage pic- 
ture is so far afield from .the elements 
of the motion picture as to make the 
contrast appear ludicrous. 

“And yet exhibitors feel it their duty 
to give the picture a prologue. They

From their appearance it is difficult 
to tell them apart. Evening clothes 
are still conspicuous by their complete 
absence. Most people have none, and 
those that do have some prefer not to 
be seen in them for fear their taxes 
will be raised. For the same reason 
people who own fur coats hide them 
in chests and wedr shabby cloth ones. 
Men and women both usually wear 
dark ‘Russian blouses, very attractive 
in. wool ‘or velvet, the men with 
breeches and high boots,«'the women 
with sensible skirts. ‘Crossed legs do 
not reveal silken knees. *Nevertheless, 
love, marriage and propagation per- 
sist. The bearded Russian has gone 
out of fashion. (Nemirovitch-Dant- 
chenko, in the dignity. of his, three- 
score years, disregards the mode and 
retains his fine square beard.) Prac- 
tically all masculine faces are clean- 
shaven. Most} feminine heads are 
bobbed. The military tone of their 
costume gives the men an alert, spruce 
appearance.

HE .exhibition of Dutch masters 
of the seventeenth century, now 
being held at *Knoedler’s, 
strengthens the impression of com- 
fortable, well-fed people. They have 
lost the fineness of.a century earlier, 
but they would serve the stranger a 
geod meal, with good-will.

of style.” Some of the happiest cre- 
ations of his career are shown in this 
season’s collectior - Drecoll, always 
moted for his use of handsome ma- 
terials, is handling velvet. with skill in 
Many unusual designs and in original 
combinations. Without the slightest 
suggestion of clumsiness or overelabo- 
ration, he treats velour with as much 
freedom as if it. wére hiffon.. In one 
of the most stunning models shown 
by this house gold lamé and black vel- 
vet are combined. The metallic tissue 
is finely pleated and the velvet is 
added toa straight line foundation in 
the form of a circular flounce. Dre- 
coll treats with equally happy results 
several interesting combinations of 
_Sheer and heavy material. . He adds 
wide bands of velour to a gown of 
georgette, fur to chiffon and velvet to 
any one of several fragile fabrics in 
#@ manner both original and attractive.

OTHING more fascinating among 

the fashions has emanated from 
Paris this season than Drecoll’s 
models. His treatment of the latest 
silhouette, in which the natural line 
of ‘the body is followed, is most clever. 
This is apparent in some charming 
princess: gowns for afternoon, made 
of velvet and the new brocaded chiffon 
velvets. It is shown. aiso in gowns, 
with the hip-length bodice and gath- 
ered skirt. Drecoll treats the lifted 
front line of the skirt very skilfully. 
The’ hem is invariably. uneven, and 
the skirt fullness is distributed in dif- 
ferent ways according to the style of 
the frock. A design of which the 
Drecoll atelier apparently never tires, 
is the surplice front, with a slightly 
cascading drapery at one side. This 
season’s models are distinguished and 
rather more than ordinarily beautiful, 
with nothing of the bizarre.

COTTON CROPS AND ‘ESTIMATES 





To the Editor of The New'York Times: 

In a recent issue gave consider- 
able space to. the. views of Senator 
Caraway’ on the subject of the Gov- 
ernment reports on the cotton crop. 
But these views were ‘so diametrically 
opposed to actual coriditiois, and to 
facts that can be obtained for. the ask- 
ing, that I feel these facts should be 
brought to your attention. ; 

The companies in which Pf ami inter- 
ested spin some 60,000 bales: @ year. 
We do not speculate-in cotton, either 
- for our companies or individually, and 
wé are very much opposed te any fac- 
tors that would aid or encourage spec- 
ulation. 

We believe. very sincerely that the 
nearer we come to laying accurate in- 
formation concerning the crop. before 
the farmer and the manufacturer— 
that is, before the seller and the buyer 
—the nearer we will come to eliminat- 
ing the speculator. 

We do not contend that the. Govern- 
Ment reports are accurate, but we do 
believe that they are honest, ard that 
the men who are putting them out 


very difficult conditions to give us\a 
true picture of ‘the situation. If the 
department has erred this season, it 
has been so obviously in favor of the 
farmer that the- farmers‘ ought to take 
up a collection for the benefit of the 
Separtment. 

Please: bear in mind, in considering 
the following figures, that the worst 
enemy of the department does not 
contend t the ginning is inaccu-- 
rate. They are the facts, and the 
forecast yield ‘is the estimate. 

The cotton crop last year in round 


amount of cotton actually ginned’ was 
934,000 bales in excess of last year. 
With this fact staring them in the 
face, the Gevernment forecast a yield 
of .18)740,000 balés, or an incrpase of 
110,000 bales. 

On Sept. 23 the increase in ginning 
over last season was 1,613,000 bales, 
and the Government estimated 13,- 
831,000. bales, or an increa&e of 301,- 
000 bales. -On Oct. 8 the ginning was 
2,576,000. bales in excess of last year 
and the Government raised their esti-- 
mate’ to 14,759,000. bales, or ‘an in- 
créase of 1,129,000 bales. 

On Oct. 26 thé ginnitig was 1,919,000 
balés in’ excess of last year, and the 
Government estimated 15,226,000 


ahead of last season. 

It stands without question that ev- 
ery time the Government under- 
estimates the crop it fayors the farm- 
er, and every. time it overestimates 
the crop it favors the mill. The specu- 
lator thrives on both the underesti- 
mate and the overestimate, and the 
nearer we come to an accurate esti- 
mate, the nearer cotton will move at 
its. true -value, the less fluctuation 
there will. be and the more difficult 
it will be for the speculator to earn 
his livelihood. 

'The reason cotton is selling for a 
lower price than last season is the 
very. simple fact that there is more 
cotton than there was last season. 

It is simply a problem in supply and 
demand, and I think all will agree 
that:there’is nothing‘more ridiculous 
than a legislator who tries to ‘inter- 
fere -with the workings of this funda- 
mental law.

- PROGRESS AND PRISON REFORM 





To the Editor of The New York. Times: 

There is an impression among many 
that the world and the people gener- 
ally. used to be better than’ they are 
now, especially the young people. I 
do not share in this opinion. I think 
the world and the people, in material 
as well as in spiritual life, are bet- 
.ter now than they were formerly. 

Some of the younger people. may 
seem to be-too free,.but I believe that 
is only outwardly. There is less hy- 
pocrisy and more truth .and frankness 
in the younger people today, which in 
my opinion is more desirable. 

As to conditions generally, we have 
advanced greatly |in the last century, 
not only in economic conditions, 
which of course have made tremen- 
dous strides. In most countries .we 
have done away with slavery; Wwe 
have better governments—republics 
‘and constitutional monarchies as 
against *tyrannical monarchies and 
despotic. governments; many people 
want to do the right thing for their 
country and for humanity generally, 
according to: their ability; there is less 
superstition; onan average, businéss 
men, at least in this country, conduct 
their business on a higher plane than 
they” used to do, giving consideration 
not only to their. own business suc- 
cess but also to the welfare of the 
genera) public; dumng the war many 
of our people devoted their time, en- 
ergy and wealth for the benefit of the 
general public, and. many of us are 
trying now to° avoid future wars. 

I believe the world will continue to 
progress, and that in, say, 100 years 
from now or later, it -will have ad- 
vanced so much again, both material- 
ly ‘and spiritually, that the wonder‘ 
will be how people could have been 
so backward in so many respects as 
they were in the early part of the 
twentieth century, say, in the year 
1925. all 

It is true that centuries ago history 
tells us‘there were*in Europe, for in- 
stance, castles where the nobility had 
banquets upstairs and below were 
dungeons where prisoners were ill- 
treated and tortured because of their 
religion, and for other reasons. We 
are not doing that’ now-a-days, but 
are willing ‘to let people be ill-treated 
in prisons or otherwise without giving 
the/ matter any.thought or considera- 





tion or taking any steps to stop such

conditions. 


No provision is made, or’ 


at least not enough, for tHe unfortu- 
nate. -People of wealth, though they 
sometimes give large .or small 
amounts. to charity, are still ofteh 
blind to the troubles and difficulties 
of the unfortunate. 


Some of us are trying hard to make 
improvements in the conduct of the 
prisons and the treatment of prison- 
ers, directing the attention of the pub- 
lic to the importance of the private 
citizen interesting himself in the sub- 
ject and trying to bring about better 
conditions; that the prisoners be ex- 
amined upon their entering prison as 
to their’ mental and physical. condi- 
tion; that only such wardens. and 
keepers 6é placed. in charge who are 
above suspicion of wrongdoing; that 
no wardens or keepers be appointed 
who do not understand their work, or 
have not’ received the right education 
for it; that they be men of the high- 
est integrity and ability and receive 
fair remuneration; that general in- 
terest. be taken in the matter; that 
the prisoner be put to work. and a 
success made of’the work in. prisons, 
as we are now trying to do.in New 
York State, so that it. will not be a 
loss.to the State but that enough will 
be earned to pay some remuneration 
tothe prisoner, for his work, instead 
of treating him like a slave frem 
whom we expect work without pay; 
that part. of his earnings go to the 
State for his maintenance and part’ 
to his family_or dependents. ‘ 


Of course, one of the. principal 
things is that politics be taken out of 
prison work entirely. Many. people 
are grossly misinformed on this sub- 
ject. Many say they do not care for 
the prisoner, saying ‘‘give it to him 
good and hard,’’. and taunting the 
prison reformer about ‘‘coddling.”” The 
public should be made to understand 
the importance of this subject. 


Crime, in my opinion, can only be 
decreased by swift and sure justice, 
doing away with the spirit of revenge 
and bitter feeling among all classes. 
I believe that in this day the spirit of 
friendship and brotherhood among 
people is more established, that con. 
ditions will improve further, and that 
we will be able to.decrease crime by 
establishing a good and religious ip- 
fluence and education among all the 
people.

the Vatican -informed the Central 
Empires in_plain:terms that it “was 
awaiting the systematization .of its 
temporal affairs, not from — foreign 
arms but from the sense of justice of 
the Italian people. 


That the Pope would have been more 
free during ‘the war had he been a 
temporal sovereign may well be ques-' 
tioned. Vercesi quotes-in this connec- 
tion a remark made by Bismarck dur- 
ing the Kulturkampf. -, The Italian 
law guaranteeing papal liberty, he 
said, ‘‘has rendered the Pope invio- 
lable. and unattackable, because he 
has become only a spiritual sovereign 
Power; if he were still ya temporal 
power a German warship at Civita’ 
Vecchia would have reduced him to 
milder councils toward. Germany."’ 
Vereesi further rejoices that Benedict 
XV was not represented at the Con- 
gress of Paris, as he would have been 
had he been a temporal sovereign, for 
his councils would not have prevailed,. 
and we should still have had’ the peace 
of Versailles, “which has favored the 
cause of peace neither in Europe nor 
in the world.’’ 


As to papal neutrality this volume 
has much that is important to say. 
That the Pope should ‘have been neu- 
tral is axiomatic. That he was.so in 
spirit,.in-word and in act is argued at 
length. It is admitted that Italian in- 
tervention was a‘great disappointment 
to him. »This was natural; for with 
Italy at war his communication with 
the rest of the world necessarily be- 
came more difficult: That he repeat- 
edly offered prayers and proposals for 
peace was only“his bounden duty. Did 
he not represent the Prince of Peace, 
and were not the Catholic combatants 
on both sides of the great struge¢le his 
sviritual children? ‘That thé call to 
peace might at a given moment be to 
the advantage of one or the other of 
the combatants was the thorn in the 
question “of neutrality. “Quoting the 
statement of Alexander Ribot, Prime 
Minister of France, that Benedict, XV 
believed in the victory of the Central 
Empires, Vercesi obServes that if 
this were the case the Pope’s peace 
proposals were manifestly to be con- 
sidered as/ calculated for the benefit 
of the Allies. The French then had 
no reason to complain of his good in- 
tentions. But the radicals of France 
were strongly opposed to the proposed 
re-establishment of a French Embassy 
at the Vatican, and it suited their pur- 
pose to represent the Pope as pro-Ger- 
man and to term him “‘boche.’’ 

The Céntral Empires, however, were 
aiso dissatisfied with his policys Lu- 
dendorff termed him ‘“‘the Freneh 
Pope.’’ Today we realize that the. best 
proof of his neutrality is that he sat- 
isfied neither side. When he pleaded 
against ‘‘useless slaughter’’. he sin- 
cerely believed that neither side could 
win. ‘But each demanded: his support, 
He was expected tq play- -the part /of 
Innocent III. All wanted the Papacy 
to do precisely what it’ has been criti- 
cized in the past for having. done; 
namely, to meddle in’ temporal affairs. 
And ‘‘from the moment that Benedict 
XV showed himself unwilling to be 
made a prisoner either by the Allies 
or by the Central Empires his best 
intentions became suspected by both.’’ 
Only , at his death was justice done 
him. Then those who had,been loud 
in their criticisms during the. war 
“admitted that he had stood the test 
of fire, sustaining and reinforcing the 
great international organization over 
which he presided at a moment when 
all other international dreanizations 
had broken down.’’

THE FIRST THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION 











Tew days ago and who followed the 
custom of naming the last ‘Thursday 
in November,. hit, by chance. the ex- 
act date chosen by the first Presi- 
dent—Nov. 26. This. year’s ‘Thanks- 
giving will be the one hundred end 
thirty-sixth anniversary. 


Introduced in Congress. 


It was on Friday} Sept. 25, 1789, 
that Elias Boudinot of ‘New Jersey, 
who had been prominent in the Con- 
tinental Congress, took the floor of 
the House (Congress was then meet- 
ing in New York) and said that he 
could not think of letting the session 
go by without offering an opportunity 
to all the citizens of the United States 
to. join, with one védice; in returning 
to Almighty God their sincere thanks 
for the many blessings He had poured 
down upon them. Mr. Boudinot there- 

‘upon presented the following joint 
resolution: 


Resolved, That a joint committee 
of both Houses be directed to wait 
upon the President of the! United 
States. to request that he would 
recommend to the .people of the 
United States a day of public 
thanksgiving and prayer, to! be ob- 
served by acknowledging, with 
grateful hearts, the many signal fa- 
vors of Almighty God, especially by 
affording them an opportunity 
pesceably to establish a Constitu- 
tion of government for. their safety 
and heppiness.

ment Conference, it has been restored 
to life again by a chapter of peace- 
time disasters, ending with the sink- 
ing of the British M-1 and the loss 
‘ef her crew of sixty-eight men. Lady 
“Napcy Astor’s summons to a world 
crusade ‘“‘to scrap submarines” has 
reopened’ a discussion which involves 
‘not only the safety of naval crews of 
underwater craft; but also the foun- 
‘dations of internatidnal naval policies 
and the future peace of the world. 
Though there is no obvious connec- 
tion between the risks incurred by 
those who go to sea in submarines and 
the moral question of the proper use— 
if any—of submarine warfare, it is the 
latter phase of the subject which has 
forced itself on the world’s attention. 
Is the submarine a_ legitimate 
weapon? Can it be abolished without 
* strengthening one nation at the ex- 
pense of anothér? Are the nations 
_ ‘which have most to gain by the abo- 
lition of this weapon willing to make 
~ eoncessions to compensate those that 
. «feel they will lost? 


fhe Submarine as\a Weapon. 


These ticklish questions, the answer 
~-te which is now considered the key 
to the future of sea, power, were 

. dnardly raised at all before the World 
» War, Before that time Y submarine tac- 
a despite .a_long period of experi- 
mentation, extending as far back as 
the Revolutionary War, were chiefly 
. theoretical. No one knew exactly 
‘what would happen when they were 
turned loose in large numbers against, 
surface warships,.or against com- 
‘merce protected 2p A a dominant battle 
fleet. 

The experience of the World- War 
showed two things: First, that the 

“* submarine was of comparatively little 

> ‘use in action against battleships when 
the latter were properly protected by 

‘@ destroyer ‘‘screen,” and, second, 
that they were effective as commerce 
destroyers only if the old rules re- 
garding visit and search and provision 
for the safety of civilian crews and 
passengers were disregarded, 

It also: demonstrated conclusively 
what had previously been a matter 
of supposition, that a power weak in 
rea forces could go far toward restor- 
ing the balance by using underwater 
craft, if it were not restrained by 
humanitarian considerations. 

Operations Against Warships. 

At the beginning of the war the 
Germans had several brilliant suc- 
_ cesses against second and third class 


battleships and cruisers, On Sept. 22, 
bf 1914, Captain Otto Weddingen, in the 
U-29, accomplished the feat of sink- 
ing the British armored cruisers 


at

larly by the French submarine pro- 
gram. At the time of the conference, 
in December, 1921, the United States 
was estimated to have 83,500 tons of 
submarines; Great Britain, 80,000; 
Japan, 32,200; France, 31,500, and 
Italy, 21,000. The estimates varied 
somewhat according to the manner of 
computation but the figures giv 
dicated the ; approximate rati 
strength. 

The original proposals made by Sec- 
retary Hughes were that the United 
States and Great Britain should each 
cut its submarine tonnage to 60,000, 
France and Japan to 31,500 and Italy 
to 21,000. No demand for complete 
abolition was presented by the Ameri- 
can delegation, though a nation-wide 
vote taken by the American advisory 
committee stood at 395,104 for aboli- 
tion as against 3,708 for retention, 
with restrictions. 

The official American attitude’ to- 
ward -the submarine as presented by 
the advisory committee, of which Her- 
bert Hoover, General Pershing .and 
Redr Admiral Rodgers were conspic- 
uous members, was that the subma- 
rine should be retained with certain 
restrictions. 


‘If the submarine is required to 
operate under the same rules as com- 
batant surface vessels,’’ said the com- 
mittee’s report, ‘‘no objections can be 
raised as to its use against merchant 
vessels.’ But the report went on to 
say that though ‘“‘the United States 
needs a large submarine force to pro- 
tect its ipterests, the committee is of

outlawed. The right of visit'and search 
must be. exercised by ‘submarines un- 
der the same rules as for surface ves- 
sels. It does not approve limitations 
in size of vessels.’’ 


Arguments For and Against. . 


In the meantime two sharply oppos- 
ing points of view had been developed 
—that for which Admiral de Bon and 
M. Sarraut of the French delegation 
were spokesmen, and that put forward 
by Balfour and Lord Lee of Fareham. 
In these debates the submarine prob- 
lem, substantially as it exists today, 
was stated, often in startlingly frank 
language.

ae * Max Valier is‘a young astronomer 
who lives in Munich. During the war 
he was an officer inthe airplane ser- 
‘- Wice of the Austrian Army. .In 1918 
while trying out a new motor, he fell 
4 ‘more than 4,000 yards in a burning 
‘plane at <Aspern, near ‘Vienna, but 
“fully recovered. This experience mere- 
ly increased his passion for flight 
through the air, through the invisible 
gone of the earth’s attraction, through 
the black space that, lies beyond. He 
supplemented his astronomical learn- 
-ing by:.a study of technics and ballis- 
tics... He. devoured the -treatises of 
Professor Robert H. Goddard of Clark

then climb to a height of forty or fifty 
kilometers in a ballistic parabola, and 
then in a gliding flight sweep toward 
their destinations.

Who shall say that dis- 
tances astronomically as negligible ‘as 
that between the earth and the moon 
may not some day be crossed? What 
will there be left to conquer after 
Mount’ Everest is opened to tourists 
and there are regular excursions to 
the Poles?. The moon ‘will Become the 
most immediate, the mosti fascinating 
target for man’s tireless ambitions. 


The Moon Rocket. 


Valier, like Goddard and Oberth, dis- 
cards the principle of the projectile 
fired from ‘a cannon: This idea *ias 
haunted the world because of the pop- 
ularity of Jules Verne’s famous ro- 
mance.

Once the experimental rocket, follow- 
ing an elongated S-curve in its flight 
to the moon, had reached the barren 
lunar plains, its arrival would be sig- 
nalled to: us by the ignition of, say, 
fourteen pounds of magnesium powder. 





This flare on. the darkened face of the 


new, moon would, it is said, be visible 
through telescopes. 

Once the inanimate Seater has 
achieved the moon, the question of 
sending a manned rocket may be con- 
sidered. Gréat. difficulties appear—the 
blank face of space, the whole hostile 
front of* creation rises’ like aa 
walls, cold, dark, forbidding. 

But ‘Valier, with an unetiakabie 
faith in modern science and technics, 
has thought out his campaign to the 
end—and ‘his end is not even the moon, 
but the confines of the solar system; 
that: congeries of revolving spheres of 
which our earth is but one. 

The man-carrying rocket capable of 


reaching the moon will attain the

house. It.will be to a certain extent 
under control of the men in the peak 
of the rocket. The speed and volume 
of the gases to be shot from the vents 
can be. regulated... This complicated 
rocket-machine has beén thought out 
in ‘detail by Professor Oberth;~ though 
new spectres will surely arise to. con- 
fute or daunt him.

Let us assume that. a moon rocket 
with two men in its observation 
chamber has been fired: off,’ and the 
speed automatically increased : ‘until 
the zone of gravity is passed. The 
men descend from their spring: ham- 
mocks—if the term descend! may be 
used, for up and down will how’ have 
lost all significance,- They will: float 
like spirits in mid air, and pull them- 
selves about by the leather straps at- 
tached to the walls, and even to the 
floor of their steel cell. 

Jules Verne depicted his passengers 
as opening a bottle of wine to ‘cele- 
brate the passing of the \zbne! of 
earth's gravity. But in these: regions 
liquids will: no longer obey ’tarthly 
laws. No wine would flow; even ‘from 
a tilted bottle. If the: bottle be swung 
the wine would rush. out in a mass, 
gather into a spheroid and float in the 
air, or dash itself against the walls 
of the cell and disintegrate into parti- 
cles which would fill’the air like a 
mist. 

The passengers on the rocket-ship 
will be forced to suck their liquids 
through rubber nipples like babies. 
The human body will be provided arti- 
ficlally with its necessary elements. 
But what powers of adaptation will 
become necessary! 

The landing upon the moon seems 
to present the greatest difficulties, 
and Valier is somewhat hazy upon 
this point. “But once a landing has 
been effected, shelters built upon the

principle of a thermos. bottle,. and 
*‘diving’’ suits upon a similar. prin- 
ciple, might enable human beings to 
live, move and even work;upon thes 
moon; Ice probably will be found 
there. Relay rockets would carry 
materials to the moon. A !power sta- 
tion, based upon the principle of great 
solar reflectors, might in time be 
erected. : 

The moon, according to Valier, would 
be utilized “subsequently’ as:a mere 
transfer station or springboard for 
‘the spate-ships that would undertake 
to invade Marr's or Venus’ atid -even’ 
some ofthe larger. planets, landing 
upon them or circumnavigating them. 
The ships could, he thinks, even 
anchor ‘upon Deimos or Phobos, the 
two tiny moons of: Mars, and allow 
themselves to be carried several times 
around the.red planet. -

will go still further. . In those regions 
where weight does. not exist. and 
bodies remain poised. in their orbits, 
artificial. moons-may -be constricted, :

fhe last of America’s great clipper 
fleet is soon to become. a museum. 
Long anda slender, this graceful 
greyhound of the sea lies beside the 
Pier at the foot of West 129th Street, 
where, after years of wanderings, she 
has found safety from the fury of the 
gales. : 

The Benjamin F.. Packard is no 
cripple seeking ~shelter.: She is still 
seaworthy and able to. breast the 
Ocean swells with the best of ships. 
But the day of her kind is done. The) 
white winged vessels have served their 
‘+>. time ‘and the swift pace of modern 
trade has ‘all but banished-the wooden 
ship from the high seas. 

The Packérd completed her final 
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barge to carry oi] and coal in coast- 
| wise trade. Some talked of turning 
her into a restaurant, a sort of float- 
ing cabaret, in which the decks, which 
had once vibrated to the rhythms of 
‘the hornpipe, would be conyerted into 
smooth floors upon.which the Charles- 
ton would be danced. Some of her 
former crew and those who had sailed 
her on her last yoyage sadly watched 
Captain Martin as he 
halyards and pulled down ‘her-ensign.

Capitalists Multiply. 


.. In 1900 some 4,400,000. people in 
the. United States owned stock—and 
these figures, it should be noted, do 
_ mot include bonds and other -securities. 
Tn 1913 the number. had increased to 
7,500,000, ‘and in 1923 it reached a to- 
* tal of 14,400,000 At this.rate it must 
now be well above 15,000,000. An 
average of oné out of every seven peo- 
ple is now part owner of some cor- 
poration. Twenty years ago only one 
~,person out of every twenty-six was a 
= corporation ‘stockholder. And these 
figures do not include policy holders 
‘ of mutual life insurance companies, 
who are also their owners. It is es- 
* timated that 45,000,000 people .in the 
United States fall into this class. Most 
of these companies used-to be stock 
» corporations owned by.a few individ- 
uals. e 
A widespread diffusion of corporate 
ownership is unquestionably now in 
full swing. Not. only have millions of 
<hitherto propertyless people come into 
the stockholding class, but the relative 
share which the newly endowed secure | 
of the good things of capitalist life is | 
also on the increase. The income tax | 
returns show that in 1916 the wealthy 
—people with incomes of $20,000 a 
‘year or over—receiyed 79 per cent, of

‘“‘Customer ownership” has almost be- 
come a cult in the electrical world. 
In the last ten years its vogue has 
spread from the Pacific: to the ‘At- 


most every concern of any size in the 
country. 

The National Electric Light Asso- 
ciation ‘has a standing committee on 
customer ownership which focuses. the 
interest of the industry in its progress. 
Each year it sets down the record in 
table, chart- and map. ~The 1925 re- 
port shows that at. least 208 com- 
‘panies “have adopted the plan in the 
last ten years, bringing into the stock- 
holding fold almost a million people. 

The committee compiled a list of 
the occupations of 13,856 stockholders 
which two big electric companjes had 
obtained by the customer ownership 
route. Some of the ‘largest groups 
were as follows: housewives, 3,347; 
minors, 1,064; clerks, 949; salesnien, 


401; school teachers, 336; ‘laborers, 
326; stenographers, 250; farmers, 
237; grocers and butchers, 178. The 
classificatiog. “‘capitalists’’ shows a 


total of but 28. ‘Two-thirds of all' the 
new stockholders of the companies /re- 
porting to the committee are custom- 
ers, and about one-tenth are employes 
of the companies whose’ stock they 
bought—and in most cases they are

Customer ownership in the electrical 
industry was born in San Francisco 
in 1914 of the need of the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company for new funds 
and. the threat of. Government owner- 
ship. on the Pacific Coast. A. F. 

Vice President and 
Treasurer of the company, is reputed 
to have conceived the idea. The plan 
was first. tried out on the employes 
of the company. It worked so well

It. worked. even: 
better. ‘Since then half a, million 
shares have been sold by this one 
company alone to some 30,000 cus- 
tomers ‘over. the counter,’’ as the 
President of the company once de- 
scribed it, ‘‘without_much effort and 
without any sales organization.’’ 


Employes Sell Stock. 


That*is one of the virtues of the 
customer ownership plan from the 
company’s point of view. The financ- 
ing costs are reduced to the lowest 
possible denominator.

Not only does this scheme 
reach the customer with a’ minimum 
of effort. and time; it also ‘‘peps up’. 
the »employes—makesthem perforce 
béosters of the company and bolsters 
their ‘‘morale.’’ 

But the bankers, at least; have: be- 
come reconciled. As B. C. Cobb, Vice 
President of Hodenpyl, Hardye& Co., 
puts it: ‘‘Every dollar a utility com- 
pany spends for’ new plants * * * 
creates business and furnishes em- 
ployment. This results in a greater 
circulation of morey, which in turn 
enables the banker to turn over his 
capital more rapidly.’’ « 

Best of all from the viewpoint of 
corporate finance,- customer owener- 
ship taps a new source of supply. 
Consider the plight of the companies 
when war-time income taxes sent “‘big 
money’’ scurrying for ‘‘tax exempts.”

It is in the field of “public rela- 
tions,’’’ however—so much: cultivated 
of late by our more progressive  cor- 
porations—that customer ownership 
has yielded its choicest fruits of- eco- 
nomic strategy. A combination of cir- 
cumstances ten or fifteen years ago 
brought the public utility companies 
into particular disfavor with the pub- 
lic. The muckraking days with their 
tales of crude“relations with public 
officials, the fact, that the companies 
were too busy building ap.a great in- 
dustry.to make friends with the pub- 
lic and a ‘per nt campaign 6f-*‘edu- 
cation”’ by radical forces, had- lent 
support to/ the demand for Govern- 
ment ownership and centred it on this 
kind of company. Perhaps the most 
ambitious attempt to carry out this 
principle was the proposed California 
Water and Power act to provide State- 
wide ownership ®of utility plants. 
When this bill was first put toa refer- 
endum in 1922 customer ownership 
was already well entrenched in Cali- 
fornia, and to it public utility officials 
ascribe 'the défeat which overwhelmed 
the praposal.

The other 
relates to the war memorial set up by 
the Royal Regiment of <Artilléry op- 
posite St. George’s Hospital at Hyde 
Park .corner. 'The Hudson. contro- 
versy, in progress several months, has 
culminated in a demand by Londoners 
distinguished in-art and literature 
that “‘Rima’’ shall be removed as ‘‘re- 
pellent’’ and “a. piece of artistic an- 
archy.’’ The artillery memorial con- 
troversy has just begun and grows in 
intensity. 
The artillery memorial is a full-size 
representation in stone of a 9.2 how- 
itzer installed on a massive pedestal. 
It is hideous in itself, some declare, 
and an artistic atrocity. If the Royal 
Regiment wanted a gun, why did they 
not emplace, a‘ real ‘weapon of steel 
instead of this copy in stone; but, 
above all, why should any’ body. of 
citizens,- however noble. their motives, 
be permittdd to deface one of the few 
fine sites.in London by. an object.so 
intrinsically unpléasing as a howitzer? 

Other “critics\ of-the memoria] are 
not concerned with the canons-of art 
but-with the ethics of the peoplé. They

During the first year the task was 
fairly ‘well accomplished; and ‘the first 
year had hardly ended when Mr. Wells 
was' invited to“ become President of 
the First National Bank: in Birming- 
ham, which W. P: G. Harding was 
leaving to~become Governor of the 
entire Federal Reserve System. Mr. 


took,over the directfon of the Alabama 
institution it had a capital ofa million 
and a half, with a surplus. and un- 
divided profits of a million and three- 
quarters. It has the same capital 
now, but the surplus and undivided 
profits are $3,250,000, while the. de- 
posits have risen in the ten years from 
$11,000,000 to/ $36,000,000. 

There is another item of the bank’s | 
statement worth setting“down here. 
The loans and discounts have risen in 
ten years from $8,600,000 to $26,- 
800,000. It is said (although Mr. 
Wells does nét say it) that he will 
often approve a loan after other bank- 
ers have rejected the application. He 
has no rigid credit formula and appar- 
ently accepts the dictym of the elder 
Morgan that character is the basis of 
credit; that character cannot be 
squeezed into the mold of a formula. 
And so he accepts risks that others 
shy away from. Yet his bank is said 
to have the lowest rate of losses from 
loans in Birmingham. 

Mr. Wells’s interest in the/ Federal 
Reserve System has not diminished. 
After he left the Governorship of the 
Dallas bank he continued as a mem- 
ber of the Federal Advisory Council 
from the sixth district. During his 
incumbency as President of the Na- 
tional Bankers’ Association he_ will 


lead the fight to keep the system out | 


of politics and to bring about, as soon 
as may be, more uberal charter pro- 
visions. * 

The Federal Reserve Banks wére 
chartered for twenty years, which 
means that their tenures will expire 
in 1934. ‘‘It is really a question,’’ Mr. 
Wells observes, ‘“‘whether we want to 
maintain a system that has already 
proved its valuée.’’ The charters, he 
thinks, should run for ninety-nine 
years, or be made perpetual—subject, 
of course, to revocation. 

Unsuspected Ramifications. 

There is the McFadden bill, too, 
now’ pending in Congress, which af- 
fects the national banking system, and 
thus, by indirection, the Federal Re- 
serve, since all national banks must 
be ‘members of it. This is mainly a 
question of branch banking, and need 
not be discussed at length here. There 
is a division of banking opinion about 
it; but the national: association ‘has 
gone on record as approving it in the 
form in which it passed the House 
last session. 

The association is opposed to the 
Federal estate tax and gifts tax. Not 
long since, members of the Federal 
Legislative Committee, representing 
the association, appeared before the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House at Washington to ask for the 
repeal of these provisions. But the 
activities of the organization Mr. 
Wells heads do not end with keéping 
an eye on what is being done in Con- 
gress. . Its ramifications are Httle sus- 
pected by the general public. 

“We have four large divisions, 
Wells told me; 
presidents and function as organiza- 
tions within the main association. 
These are the national’ bank, trust 
company, State bank and savings 
bank divisions, Each carries on an 
extended work within its field. 

“Then we have a clearing house 
section, including representatives from 
the larger cities—for it is only in the 
larger cities that we have clearing 
associations. This section is inter- 
ested in auditing, examinations, ware- 
housing. and the dissemination of 
engdit information. 


Both Selfish and Unselfish. 


“There is an American Institute of 
Banking, which deals principally with 
the education of bank clerks in mod- 
erh methods. There is a_ section 
composed of secretaries of State 
bankers’ associations,. and there are 
feur commissions, one of which deals 
with economic policy and is trying to 
have the period of reserve charters 
extended to at least ninety-nine years.

Can- 
cer stands today as the greatest single 
cause of death to those past middle 
life: The appalling death rate is ap-. 
parently on the increase in all civil- 
ized countries. With the announce- 
ment, before the Toronto Academy of 
Medicine on Nov. 10, of the findings 
of Professor Blair Bell’s seventeen- 
year cancer investigation, there ap- 
pears the possibility that the work of 
the eminent English surgeon and of 
his great research staff at the Uni- 
versity of Liverpool has, as he 
phrases his concluding hope, “‘placed 
the solution of the cancer problem 
within grasp, if indeed it has not al-| 
ready been accomplisged."’ 


Laboratory Evidence. 

In his address, published in a cur- 
rent issue of the authoritative British 
medical journal, The Lancet, Profes- 
sor Bell cites exténsive laboratory ovi- 
dence in support of his conception of 
cancer as *‘a specific growth process;’’ 
and striking clinical proof of the value 
of a treatment with intravenous in-, 
jections of a colloidal preparation of 
metallic lead. 

His conception of eancer denies the 
, Possibility that its specific cause can

The poisonous properties of lead, 
which make it of value in checking the 
growth of.cancer cells, make it also, 
of course, a dangerous remedy: Yet, 
given as an injection into the blood, 
‘the treatment possesses the. ~reat ad- 
vantage over such local treatments as 
radium and X-ray of penetrating to 
all parts ‘of the body and acting as a 
check on the development of meta- 
static ‘growths away from the main 
cancerous owth. ‘. 


Fifty Cases Called Successful. 


“‘Many hopeless cases of cancer 
have been treated,’’ said Professor 
Bell, ‘‘and while, as*is only to, be ex- 
pected in the experimental , stage, 
many have been cured, many have 
not.’’ Only two cases, both believed 
to have gone from a ‘“‘hopeless*’- state 
to one’ of ‘‘cure,”’ are cited in the 
present report. But ‘‘out of about 200 
hopeless cases treated, fifty are ba- 
lieved to be cured,’’ he stated. 4

His Hypothesis. 


When this normal check fails, the 
most rapid and malignant known form 
of cancer supervenes, killing the 
mother in six weeks. It was this 
form of cancer “which precluded"’’ his 
“viewing with favor the parasitic the- 
ory of the origin of cancer,” said Pro- 
fessor Bell in an earlier publication. 
And it was this form that gave him 
his hypothesis sixteen years ago. a 

If in the mature life of a group.of; 
ells there comes again a time when 
they are involved in a struggle for ex- 
istence, they revert to this early “re- 
membered’’ form, the form most 
readily obtaining food, and surviving 
under difficulties. Without the normal 
restraining influence, these perverted 
cells multiply and “eat into’’ the sur- 
rounding tissues, running the. unre- 
strained, malignant course known as

The Crowded Years. 


With the substitution of lead began 
the most painstaking, experiments to 
prove the properties of lead. as’ cited 
in the explanation above. His activi- 
ties at this stage covered so ‘wide a 
field that it is remarkable he was 
able—usually alone, or with only one 
or two colleagues—to do the amount 
of research he did. And this while 
Professor Bell was operating daily in 
Liverpool hospitals, lecturing at the 
university, and finding time for other 
studies, resulting in the publication 
of his notable work on ‘‘The Pituitary 
Rody,’ and later ‘“The Sex Complex.”* 
War effected an interruption. A slight 
wound during an operation had its 
disastrous result in an infection that 
lost him a finger and kept him in bad 
health for three years. 

Eleven years elapsed after the first 
memorandum before the work had 
reached the point of its first. clinical 
trial, on Nov. 9, 1920. A woman was

Royal Infirmary for her confine- 
ment, which took place a few days 
later. ‘‘She‘had\an extensive ulcer- 


ated carcinoma of the left breast,’’ 
says Professor Bell. :‘‘An operation

A year after this first injection, the 
seventeenth “hopeless tase’’ (also 
said to be well today) received her 
last injection.

lignancy. In this, as in all new sci- 
‘entific developments, further ‘work 
and time are required in order to 
prove the definite applications.’’ 

This, then, is the cancer ‘‘picture” 
as Professor Bell’s seventeen years of 
research show it. It is notable (be* 
cause it probably accounts to a great 
extent for his success) that he started 
out with the picture practically com- 
plete in his mind. He says in his ad- 
dress: 4 

“We have long been in possession 
of a sufficient number of facts from 
which to elucidate the final solution— 
if only they had been properly sorted 
and placed in their true perspective. 
That is, if we had only known how 
they should look when placed.”’ 

‘ Mortality Among Women, 

A memorandum, quoted in his ad- 
dress, Gates the resolve ‘‘to inyesti- 
gate the cancer problem, by a ng 
it from the following standpoint’’— 
Nov. 14, 1909. The standpoint was 
the phenomenon, cited in the explana- 
tion above, of the growth process of 
the trophoblastic cells of the ovum, 
which he believed to be similar to the 
growth process of cancer cells, It 
will be seen that he attacked the 
problem from the angle of his special- 
ty, gynecology. and obstetrics. The 
mortality ».among women suffering 
from cancer of the breast and uterus 
was a source of great concern ‘to him. 
“Think of it! We. are losing nearly 
10,000 of.our women of England and 
Wales yearly from cancer of the or- 
gans connected with child-bearing,”’ 
he’ said in an address before the 
North of Engiand Public Health As- 
sociation. 

The early experiments, conducted 
alone or with only.one or two ¢o- 
workers in his. laboratories at the 
University of Liverpool, attempted to 
isolate from the body the substance he 
believed to be the hatural check on 
the growth of the trophoblastic cells. 
They failed. . “But I had a second line

Professor Bell’s Qualificatiens.

Pleas From Sufferers. 


Interesting consequences followed on 
this publicatjon.

“We began to receive pleas from 
cancer sufferers everywhere to be 
permitted to come and take the treat- 
ment, Of course We had to refuse 
them all. While our work is still in 
its experimental stage, .we/have.all the 
hopeless cases we can treat,’ right in 
the slums of Liverpool.’ 

Further interest was aroused in the 
question as to whether lead workers, 
subject to lead poisoning, are immune 
to cancer. ‘“‘During fifty years’ experi- 
ence I have learned * * * that chem- 
ical plumbers, constantly * * * using 
the oxy-hydrogen blowpipe * * * and 
inhaling lead fumes, are subject to 
lead poisoning but never to cancer,” 
states a letter received by Professor 
Bell from Thomas. Stuart, General

As the advancing line of . coolies 
closed in, Colonel Patterson heard the 
crackling of dry twigs and saw a huge 
maneless lion step out into the open 
path a short way in front of him. 

The lion advanced along the path 
slowly, unaware that it was being 
watched. Patterson let the anima! ap- 
proach within fifteen yards. At that 
point the tion caught sight of him. 
With a snari it threw itself back upon 
its haunches. Patterson aimed care- 
fully at its brain and pulled the rig- 
ger. There was a dull snap. The 
hammer had missed fire. 

Forgetting that the rifle was a 
double-barreled one, Patterson lowered 
it from*his shoulder to reload. Had 
the ahimal sprung the Uganda Rail- 
way would have had a new engineer.

“The long continued strain was teéll- 
ing on my nerves and my feelings may 
be better imagined than described 
when about midnight. suddenly some- 
thing came flop and struck me on the 
back of:the head. For a moment Fr 
was so terrified that I nearly fell off 
the plank, as I thought that the lion 
had sprung on me from behing.” 

However, Colonel Patterson soon 

that he had been struck by 
an owl, which had probably. mistaken 
him for a branch’of’a tree.

As he approachéd within a few 
paces the animal leaped up and madé 
anothér charge. Quickly Patterson 
fired. Once the lion hesitated. Again 
he fired. Thé lion’ started forward 
feebly. A third shot the man- 
eatér Was dead. 

Six bullet holes were found in the 
lion’s body, which measured nine feet 
six inches from tip of nose to tip of 
tail and stood three feet, eleven and a 
half inches high.

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LABOR TEMPLE IN NEW ‘BUILDING 
GOES ON WITH ITS UNIQUE WORK 





HE opening of the new Labor 
Tr Temple at Fourteenth Street and 

Second Ayenue marks the be- 
ginning of a new: chapter in the his- 
tory of a unique religious institution. 
Before the Civil War the Fourteenth 
Street Presbyterian Church was in the 
centre of wealth and fashion. 
in bell-topped hats and checked 
trousers and women in hoopskirts 
strolled along the tree-shaded avenue. 
Life had..its problems, but modern 
industry with its attendant evils had 
not yet raised its head. The flood of 
immigration from. Southern Europe 
began: The native American popula- 
tion moved nérthward, to be replaced 
by. Russians, Poles, Italians and-a 
dozen other nationalities. In 1910, 
the handful of the old congregation 
that was left united with the Green- 
wich Presbyterian Church at Thir- 
teenth Street and Seventh Avenue.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Nov. 21 (7).— 
Michigan crushed Minnesota on Ferry 
Field today, 35 to 0, before a crowd of 
48,000. The victory gave the Wolverines 
an equal claim with Northwestern to 
premier honors in the Western Confer- 
ence football race. 

It was a driving line attack and a be- 
wildering -acrial game that brought vic- 
tory to the veteran coach, Fielding. H. 
Yost, who saw his team emerge trium- 
Ahant in the final game of his twenty- 
fifth year as gridiron mentor at Mich- 
igan. 

The much-talked-of Spears shift failed 
to puszle Michigan's vaunted ‘line, and 
rarely did a Minnesota back get away 
for any considerable gain. From the 
optset Michigan fans saw victory. when

Once in each of the first three ‘icchaiis 
and twice in the final quarter a Michigan 
mun swept over the Gopher goal line, 
and five times the accurate boots of 
Benny Friedman sent the ball between 
the goal posts for points after touch- 
down. 

It was home-coming day for Michigan 
and the 48,000 rooters who banked all

Statute of Frauds—A contract’ to give 
a’ mortgage is a contract for the sale 
of ‘an.interest in property within 
the:.meaning of SectiOn 259 of the Real 
Property law, the statute providing thet 
to be valid, such @ contract, or some 
note Or memorandum thereof express- 
ing the con&fderation, must be tr’ writ- 
ing, subscribed by the grantor or by 1s 
lawfully authorized agent. For .a dia- 
cussion of this-subject, see 2 New York’ 
Law Review 190. Where the terms and 
conditions of a contract are to be sup- 
plied by oral evidence the Statute of 
Frauds stands in bar, but where the 
oral evidence is- needed only for “‘an 
‘identification of the documents,” which 
together make up_a complete expressiun 
of the terms ahd conditions of the con-. 
tract, the statute does not apply. 

Mortgages—-Tender—An agreement ex- 
tending the time of payment of-a ‘mort- 
gage debt is a valid defense only where 
it is based upom sufficient consideration.

Drop, but Excess Construction 
Might Cause Change.

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Conservatism in néw building ‘opera- 
tions in the New York City area should 
be the keynote factor at the present 
time, according to Walter Stabler, Con- 
troller. of, the Métropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company. ; 

“Until the present structures are full 
and those partly finished are completed 
and disposed of, I should. prefer to see 
a slowing down,” he added. “I do, not 
foreseé, any great drop’in rents, nor in 
the demand for space in apartment 
houses: and office buildings, and I do 
not want to see it. That such a drop 
would result from continued feverjsh ac- 
tivitiy in new buildings seems 'to me 
extremely probable.*’ 

Mr. Stabler explained that the meas- 
ure of value of 2@-. ‘building is the cer- 
tainty of the tent roll, represented in 
certairity rather than amount, as many 
investors in real estate or in mortgages 
have been deceived “by a fat rent roll 
and full list of tenants only to find’ both 
dwindling «s. leases expiré. 

“A building owned by its tenants has’ 
the most permanent of rent rolls,” said 
Mr. Stabler, ““‘because each tenant has 
guaranteed his own tenancy by his pay- 
ment for stock; It is cheaper to pay-rent 
than. to move; for to. move means not 
only a sacrifice of his holdings, but a 
constantly increasing — against his 


“estate. 

“The ‘interest’ and sinking “fund pay- 
ments are, jn effect, guaranteed: per; 
haps by many individuals/@ach presum- 
ably and ascertainably of financial and 
social standing. Not guaranteed for a 
year or even a term of years—but far 
beyond -the life.of the. mortgage. .. 

“This is the first step; and a most 
important one. .As to location. and teal 
estate values ‘there are, of coursé, the 
usual standards of value, bat these, in 
the case of the cooperatively .owned 
building, are strengthened, by, the com- 
bined Jjudgment—backed py, Jnvestment— 
of all the stock owners..In the. matter 
of construction, allor.a: substantial part 
‘of the owner «tenants afe- constantly 
watching the details to an extent: far 
beyondsthat which: is usual: in privately. 
owned investment “properties. 

“As to group ownership, which is the 
ownership of a building by a few people 
who occupy part of the spate and rent 
fhe balance for profit, I have only to 
say that, in general, I look upon such 
projects as though they were privately 
owned rental properties. The froup 
owners are often inexperienced and 
losses seem more likely, and dealings 
with the corporation more unsatisfac- 
tory than if the property were privately 


wned. 
“In the main, the experience with 100 
per cent. cooperatively” owned living 
preperties would seem- to indicate that 
this method of dealing with the hous- 
hing’ problem o am @dvantages 
ane few dangers.’: inly it lends to- 
ward permanence of-tehaficy-and a cut- 
ting down of the waste that results from 
= restlessness of the ‘American’ peo- 


co of experience in lending money 
for the Metropolitan, which is a mutual 
life insurance company,. have perhaps 
narrowed my view as to what is and 
what is not a risk. Maybe it fs not, 
therefore, quite fair for me to express 
an opinion as to the safety of co-opera- 
tively owned buildings: from the. stand- 
point of the mortgagee. Many loans 
that would be desirable to the: individ- 
ual investor would be unsuited to @ 
mutual savings institution.“ 

“There ig a. somewhat erroneous -but 
rather generally accepted idea that, if 
the. property itself be valuable enough, 
and salable enough, other particulars 
are comparatively. unimportant, or 
course, the property niust-show @-sub- 
stantial and sound margin of value over 
the loan. That is basic; but many oth- 
er considerations have weight in the 
making of real estate loans, 

“Not the least of these is the charac- 
ter and financial worth of the borrower. 
Next comes the power of the property 
itself to yield erlough Income to cover 
interest and a peasonable sinking fund. 
If the loan covers a building (as our 
city loans invariably do), not only the 
appearance and renting quglity, the ap- 
propriateness of the building to its loca- 
tion and surroundings, but its planning, 


quality of the materials of which it is‘ 
built-have an important bearing on the 
value of the loan. 

“Tt ig not enough that the lender. be 
certain that the property ing 
more than the loan at forced. sale.
